SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


The  Selectmen  during  the  past  year  have  pursued  the  pol- 
icy of  rigid  economy  with  the  result  that  the  tax  rate  this  year 
was  reduced  two  dollars.  A  number  of  improvements  were 
made  and  other  improvements  which  will  take  a  number  of 
years  to  complete  have  been  given  a  good  start. 

Sidewalks:  This  town  was  very  poorly  equipped  in  the 
matter  of  sidewalks,  especially  in  the  business  district  which 
of  course  bears  the  great  burden  of  pedestrian  traffic.  AVe  re- 
ceived an  appropriation  of  $2,500.00.  By  arranging  with  abut- 
ting owners  to  pay  a  contractor  direct  one-half  the  cost  of 
construction,  we  were  enabled  to  do  $5,000.00  worth  of  work. 
If  this  policy  can  be  adhered  to  over  a  period  of  ten  years  the 
sidewalk  situation  will  be  greatly  improved.  It  is  not  the  in- 
tention of  the  Board  to  neglect  sidewalks  in  other  than  busi- 
ness districts,  but  we  felt  that  this  was  the  proper  place  to 
start,  and  eventually  have  the  main  arteries  of  travel  thorough- 
ly surfaced,   either  with   concrete   or  a  bituminous  material. 

Street  Signs:  This  is  another  item  that  the  town  was 
sadly  deficient  in  a  year  ago.  We  did  not  ask  for  a  specific 
appropriation  covering  this  expenditure,  but  purchased  $300.00 
worth  of  street  signs  out  of  the  Highway  appropriation.  A 
number  of  types  were  examined  before  a  particular  one  was  de- 
cided upon.  Three  signs  have  been  somewhat  destroyed,  but 
this  is  not  the  fault  of  the  sign  nor  the  fault  of  the  Selectmen 
as  it  is  impossible  to  anticipate  vandalism.  It  is  our  intention 
this  year  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose,  and 
endeavor  to  erect  from  fifteen  to  twenty  street  signs. 

Highways :  The  past  year  has  seen  a  great  improvement 
.in  highway  conditions.  The  Essex  Road  proposition  was  com- 
pleted in  October.     This  leaves  only  one  inter-town  highway 
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yet  to  be  properly  constructed.  This  is  the  Linebrook  Road. 
At  the  hearing  for  Essex  (1  unity  held  by  the  Commission- 
ers of  Public  Works,  the  Selectmen  appeared  and  argued  very 
strongly  for  the  building  of  this  road  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws  which  provides  for  a  three- 
way  payment,  County,  State  and  Town.  At  the  hearing  held 
by  the  County  Commissioners  of  Essex  County,  the  Selectmen 
appeared  and  again  argued  very  strongly  for  the  construction 
of  this  road.  At  last  accounts  it  appears  that  we  will  be  able 
to  complete  this  proposition.  A  survey  of  the  road  made  by 
the  District  Engineer  shows  an  approximate  cost  of  $26,000.00, 
the  Town's  share  of  this  being  about  one-third.  A  more  de- 
tailed argument  in  favor  of  this  proposition  will  be  made  at 
the  Town  Meeting  if  an  article  requesting  this  amount  is  in- 
corporated in  the  Town  Report.  The  Topsfield  Road,  which 
was  newly  con  tructed  come  years  ago,  will  need  some  repair- 
ing this  coming  year  by  the  Town  under  its  agreement  with  the 
State  at  the  time  of  its  construction.  The  streets  in  the  Town 
proper  have  been  kept  in  the  best  possible  condition  consider- 
ing the  amount  of  money  that  the  Selectmen  asked  for  last 
year.  The  new  road  to  Town  Hill  and  the  Cemetery  has  been 
partially  completed,  and  although  there  has  been  some  com- 
ment upon  the  grade,  it  was  the  only  possible  method  unless 
a  very  exorbitant  expenditure  of  money  was  made. 

Dredging :  At  the  request  of  a  number  of  the  boatmen, 
the  Selectmen  received  an  appropriation  from  the  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  to  dredge  the  River  from  Xabby's 
Point  to  Bailey's  Wharf.  This  work  was  practically  completed 
in  November,  the  Town's  share  of  the  appropriation  being 
$2,800.00.  This  work  was  necessary  if  boats  of  any  size  at  all 
were  to  be  enabled  to  navigate  the  river  at  all  stages  of  the 
tide.  All  work  of  this  nature  is  done  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  State  Some  criticism  has  been  made  as  to  the  quality  of 
the  job,  but  the  Department  of  Public  Works  informs  the  Se- 
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lectmen  that  there  is  some  money  left  in  the  appropriation 
which  can  be  expended  in  rectifying  any  material  errors  of 
the  contract. 

Soldiers'  Relief:  It  has  been  necessary  during  the  past 
year  to  distribute  a  large  amount  of  money  in  soldiers'  relief 
and  this  item  is  due  to  increase  from  year  to  year.  This  is  an 
item  of  expenditure  over  which  the  Selectmen  have  little  con- 
trol except  to  see  that  only  deserving  cases  are  taken  care  of. 

Police  Department :  The  citizens  of  this  town  are  to  be 
congratulated  upon  having  an  efficient  and  thoroughly  fair 
and  impartial  police  force.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  the  Se- 
lectmen to  have  very  favorable  comments  made  by  leaders  of 
the  Bar  of  Escex  County  in  reference  to  our  force.  The  con- 
sensus of  opinion  is  that  the  police  in  their  dealings  with  the 
public  in  general,  and  with  those  who  have  been  unfortunate 
enough  to  have  been  brought  into  Court  have  endeavored  at 
all  times  to  have  truth  and  justice  prevail.  The  Chief  of  Po- 
lice whom  we  appointed  two  years  ago  has  always  made  it  his 
policy  to  enforce  all  laws,  but  at  the  same  time  to  take  into 
consideration  the  frailties  of  human  nature  and  where  a  word 
to  the  wise  would  be  sufficient  to  deter  any  further  transgres- 
sions, has  adopted  this  policy  rather  than  cause  a  person  to 
have  a  criminal  record  in  the  case  of  minor  misdemeanors. 
We  believe  that  we  have  a  right  to  feel  proud  when  we  realize 
that  in  the  last  two  years  it  has  been  at  no  time  necessary  for 
a  police  officer  in  this  town  to  use  force  of  any  kind  or  descrip- 
tion in  making  an  arre;  t.  Of  course  it  is  expected  that  a  police 
force  will  receive  some  condemnation.  Some  of  this  naturally 
ccmes  from  an  element  who  would  oppose  law  enforcement 
anyway,  and  some  comes  from  well-meaning  good  citizens  who 
do  not  realize  the  actual  conditions.  The  amount  of  money 
asked  for  last  year  for  this  department  was  $8,000.     This  was 
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slightly  exceeded  but  like  all  appropriations  made  in  March, 

it  is  impossible  to  anticipate  the  needs  of  a  department  for  a 

year.

In  submitting  our  report  this  year  we  desire  to  call  your 
attention  to  two  important  matters  which  we  believe  should 
be  considered. 
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First,  the  condition  of  the  chemical  or  Hose  2,  which  has 
been  in  service  for  13  years.  The  time  has  come  when  we  be- 
lieve some  change  should  be  made  in  this  machine,  and  we 
would  recommend  the  Town  buy  a  new  chassis  suitable  for  the 
Fire  Department  nse  and  place  the  present  equipment  on  the 
same,  which  we  believe  can  be  done  by  the  men  in  the  depart- 
ment. 

Second,  the  matter  referred  to  in  last  year's  report  of  plac- 
ing more  permanent  men  in  the  department,  Our  experience 
teaches  us  with  a  man  away  from,  the  station,  on  his  day  off, 
and  another  home  to  his  meals,  much  time  is  lost  in  answering 
the  alarms.  If  the  citizens  want  service,  proper  kit  and  men 
must  be  provided  to  warrant  the  same.  We  would  recommend 
at  least  one  more  man  be  added  to  our  permanent  force. 

Our  attention  has  been  called  a  number  of  times  to  what 
could  be  done  should  a  fire  start  at  Little  Neck.  This  matter 
has  been  talked  over  a  number  of  times  by  the  Board  of  En- 
gineers and  we  can  see  no  way  under  the  present  conditions 
where  we  could  be  of  much  service  should  a  fire  start  at  that 
resort.  The  Neck  as  you  know  has  grown  very  rapidly  and  is 
thickly  populated  especially  during  the  summer  months.  The 
Town  is  also  receiving  a  fair  amount  from  the  taxable  prop- 
erty. This  matter  has  been  taken  up  with  the  Feoffees  and 
cottage  owners  and  suggestions  made  in  regard  to  their  protec- 
tion. We  would  recommend  the  Town  place  a  Chemical  tank 
on  wheels  at  the  Neck  with  the  provision  that  the  Feoffees 
provide  a  suitable  place  to  house  the  same.  We  would  also 
recommend  that  each  cottage  owner  provide  their  cottages 
with  hand  extinguishers.

REPORT    OF    MOTH    SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich : 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Moth  suppression. 

It  was  with  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  that  I  was  able  to 
report  a  year  ago  that  the  infestation  of  Gypry  and  Browntail 
was  at  a  very  low  point.  The  same  is  true  this  season,  condi- 
tions being  practically  the  same  as  last  year.  The  Gypsy  moth 
is  still  prevalent  throughout  the  township,  but  no  heavy  in- 
festations have  been  discovered  to  date.  Defoliation  by  either 
this  inject  or  the  Browntail  moth  wTas  practically  unnoticeable 
the  past  spring  and  summer. 

The  Browntail  moth  (winter  webs)  show  a  slight  increase 
over  last  year.  This  is  found  to  be  especially  true  where  no 
spraying  was  done,  showing  the  value  of  this  method  of  con- 
trol. 

The  Satin  moth,  a  visitor  of  only  three  years  residence  in 
our  midst,  was  very  plentiful  the  past  summer.  This  insect 
which  so  far  only  feeds  on  willow  and  poplar  trees,  did  a 
large  quantity  of  eating  wherever  these  trees  are  found  and  a 
number  of  inquiries  regarding  the  same  and  requests  for, 
spraying  were  received.  Persons  owning  such  trees  and  find- 
ing them  eaten  the  coming  summer  should  have  them  sprayed 
early,  as  this  is  the  only  possible  method  of  controlling  this 
pest. 

Both  the  Tent  caterpillar  and  the  Elm-leaf  Beetle  did  con- 
siderable less  damage  the  past  year  than  previously,  due  in  a 
large  part  to  constant  spraying  in  the  past. 
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The  work  in  this  department  has  been  carried  on  in  the 
usual  lines,  creosoting  the  egg  clusters  of  the  gypsy  moth; 
cutting  the  winter  webs  of  the  browntail  moth  during  the  fall 
and  winter  months.  Also  by  spraying  during  the  period  of 
feeding.  The  spraying  was  much  more  easily  handled  this  last 
season  due  to  the  changes  made  on  the  large  power  sprayer. 
A  large  amount  of  this  work  was  also  done  on  private  proper- 
ty, in  orchards,  woodlands,  etc. 

Due  to  the  increasing  demand  for  this  spraying  by  prop- 
erty owners  I  would  recommend  that  this  department  be 
further  equipped  by  the  purchase  of  a  small  power  sprayer 
which  might  be  transported  on  the  Ford  truck. 

The  superintendent  has  attended  the  past  year  both  the 
winter  and  summer  meetings  of  the  moth  superintendents 
of  the  commonwealth  as  well  as  other  meetings  of  a  like  na- 
ture at  which  both  useful  and  practical  instruction  was  re- 
ceived. I  have  also  posted  in  public  places  the  various  pos- 
ters, etc.,  sent  from  the  bureau  of  Entomology  for  that 
purpose. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  present  year  the  work  in 
this  department  be  carried  on  with  the  same  intensity,  for 
whereas  the  Federal  bureau  announces  that  the  moth  situa- 
tion in  New  England  is  much  improved,  eradication  is  still  a 
vision  of  the  future.

TREE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Tree  Ward- 
en. The  work  of  this  department  varies  very  little  from  year 
to  year.  It  mainly  consists  of  removal  of  dead  branches  and 
such  others  as  are  in  a  dangerous  condition  or  interfere  with 
private  property,  over  head  wires  etc.  in  a  detrimental  manner. 
Work  has  been  carried  along  in  this  line  the  past  season  and 
as  in  other  years  some  was  also  done  in  the  line  of  preservation 
and  safety,  i.  e.,  by  bolting  and  guying  such  trees  as  have  or 
show  a  teniency  to  split.  A  large  amount  of  this  sort  of  work 
should  be  done  the  coming  season  as  well  as  the  usual  trim- 
ming. Large  trees  of  the  town  are  worth  saving  regardless  of 
any  amount  of  care  they  require.  Only  such  trees  were  entire- 
ly removed  as  were  absolutely  dead  or  no  longer  in  a  safe  con- 
dition. Three  Sugar  Maples  were  cut  down  on  Central  Street 
which  had  been  killed  by  illuminating  gas.  The  gas  company 
paid  the  cost  of  removal  but  this  in  no  way  pays  for  the  loss  of 
the  trees.  A  maple  was  also  cut  down  on  Topsfleld  Rd. 
which  was  partly  dead  and  in  a  dangerous  state. 

The  same  policy  of  yearly  planting  has  been  continued  as 
in  past  seasons.  This  department  planted  last  spring  Sugar 
Maples  along  the  various  streets  which,  comprise  Agawam 
Heights.  The  same  variety  of  tree  were  also  planted  to  fill 
vacant  spaces  as  follows,  East  St.,  two;  Summer  St.,  four  (1 
died)  ;  Green  St.,  two;  County  St.,  one.  Through  the  interest 
of  the  Woman's  Club,  who  purchased  the  same,  eight  trees 
were  planted  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  approach  to  High 
St.  bridge.  This  is  a  move  in  the  right  direction  and  it  should 
be  verv  encouraging  if  other  bodies  or  individuals  did  like- 
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wise.     Several   requests  have   been  received  for  trees   to   be 
planted  in  front  of  residences  this  year. 

It  is  most  encouraging"  to  note  that  only  four  trees  have 
died  to  date  which  have  been  planted  the  past  three  seasons. 
I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  this  policy  of  planting  be 
continued  on  practically  the  same  scale.  TREES  ARE  GOOD 
CITIZENS. 

I  would  again  call  attention  to  the  SHADE  TREE  LAWS 
which  were  printed  in  the  report  of  1924.  Especially  to  the 
(ne  which  defines  a  TOWN  TREE  as  this  is  a  question  often 
asked  the   TREE   WARDEN. 

The  question  of  reforestation  and  TOWN  FORESTS  is 
one  that  the  individuals  as  well  as  the  citizens  as  a  body 
should  interest  themselves  in.  This  department  sincerely  rec- 
ommends the  careful  study  of  this  important  subject. 

I  would  recommend  an  appropriation  for  this  depart- 
ment of  $1,000  for  the  current  year.

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REPORT   OF   PARK   COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich : 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their 
annual    report: 

The  work  this  past  season  has  been  along  much  the  same 
lines  as  in  former  years,  namely,  maintaining  smooth  lawns 
on  the  several  plots  which  compose  the  North  Green,  from 
Market  St.  to  and  about  the  First  Church,  likewise  on  the 
South  Green.  Unfortunately  we  could  not  do  as  much  work 
as  was  necessary  to  keep  these  in  first  class  condition  due  to 
the  lack  of  funds. 

A  large  quantity  of  fertilizer  was  applied  to  both  Com- 
mons. This  together  with  the  manure  obtained  from  the 
Town  stable  should  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  the  grass  this 
year. 

Flowering  plants  were  grown  during  the  summer  in  three 
beds  on  each  of  the  Commons.  Tulips  have  been  planted  this 
fall  in  these  beds  and  we  hope  for  as  fine  a  bloom  as  last 
spring. 

The  past  season,  winter  as  well  as  summer,  a  great  in- 
crease in  the  tendency  to  park  and  drive  across  the  grass 
plots,  especially  in  the  vicinity  of  the  respective  churches, 
has  been  noticed.  This  not  only  makes  our  work  harder  but 
disfigures  the  lawns.  As  the  public  pays  for  the  upkeep  of 
the  plots  we  respectfully  request  that  they  co-operate  with 
us  in  this  matter. 

We  believe  that  a  survey  should  be  made  this  spring  of 
the  South  Common  and  ball  field  in  order  that  a  comprehen- 
sive plan  of  grading  may  be  drawn  up    for    another    year. 
These  respective  plots  seem  to  be  gradually  sinking  each  year, 
probably  due  to  originally  being  a  swamp.

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REPORT   OF   THE  COMMITTEE   OF   SIX   ON 
INCREASED    SCHOOL   ACCOMMODATIONS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich : 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  last  March  a  special  com- 
mittee of  six  was  appointed  to  investigate  and  report  some 
plan  for  additional  school  accommodation.  As  a  result  of  in- 
vestigation your  committee  has  had  several  meetings  and  they 
are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the  solution  is  to  use  the  prop- 
erty on  Green  Street,  owned  by  the  Town,  for  additional 
room  for  the  schools.  They  have  gone  into  the  problem  ex- 
tensively with  well-known  architects  and  the  architects  have 
gone  over  the  building  and  presented  plans  which  are  on  ex- 
hibition, showing  what  can  be  done  with  the  larger  building, 
and  this  committee  think  it  is  the  proper  solution  of  the 
school  problem. 

In  looking  over  the  plans  you  will  see  that  the  building 
can  be  made  to  accommodate  the  pupils  for  some  time  to 
come.  The  plans  show  twelve  class-rooms,  assembly  hall  and 
g3rmnasium.  If  these  plans  are  accepted  it  will  mean  a  first- 
class  high  school.  If  it  was  built  new  it  would  cost  $275,000. 
By  altering  the  jail  building  it  can  be  done  for  $175,000,  and 
as  good  as  a  new  building,  making  a  saving  of  $100,000.  It 
will  be  made  ready  to  walk  into  and  take  up  the  school  work. 
We,  therefore,  put  it  up  to  the  citizens  to  do  the  rest. 

This  committee  is  a  unit  for  converting  the  Green  Street 
property  into  a  high  and  a  junior  high  school  and  using 
some  of  the  rooms  in  the  central  group  of  schools  for  grade 
pupils.

ASSESSORS'  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich: 

In  making  this,  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  As- 
sessors, the  board  has  deemed  it  desirable  to  submit  for  your 
consideration  certain  figures  relative  to  the  work  of  this  par- 
ticular board  for  the  past  three  years  in  order  that  you  may 
realize  the  extent  to  which  the  expense  of  running  the  town 
has  increased,  and  also  that  you  may  realize  more  fully  the  fact 
that  your  assessors  have  been  obliged  to  provide  for  the  rais- 
ing, during  those  three  years,  of  the  largest  amounts  ever 
raised  here  by  direct  taxation  of  real  and  personal  property. 

In  order  to  bring  this  out  more  forcibly,  you  will  find 
that  the  amount  raised  in  1921  on  real  and  personal  property 
was  $180,410.72.  In  1922,  this  amount  had  increased  to  a  total 
of  $210,993.45,  or  an  increase  in  one  year  of  $30,582.73.  This 
would  have  meant  a  tax  rate  in  1922  of  nearly  $34.00,  based  on 
the  valuations  of  the  preceding  year,  instead  of  the  rate  of 
$29.50  as  made  by  the  assessors. 

Again,  in  1923,  another  increase  took  place,  with  a  total 
amount  to  be  raised  in  1923  of  $214,110.34,  the  largest  amount 
in  the  history  of  the  town,  and  an  increase  of  $33,699.62  over 
that  of  1921.  Based  upon  the  valuation  of  1921,  this  would 
have  meant  a  rate  in  1923  of  over  $34.00,  instead  of  $29.50  as 
made  by  the  board. 

In  1924,  through  economies  that  were  practiced  at  the 
town  meeting  and  several  other  causes,  the  amount  to  be 
raised  in  1924  showed  a  decrease  from  that  of  1923,  the  amount 
of  1924  having  been  $200,793.41,  or  $20,382.69  more  than  in 
1921.  After  a  period  of  several  years  of  ascending  rates,  the 
assessors  this  past  year,  for  the  first  time  since  1919,  were  able 
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to  announce  a  reduction  in  the  rate.  Based  on  the  valuation 
figures  of  1921,  the  rate  for  1924  would  have  been  over  $32.00 
instead  of  the  rate  of  $27.50,  as  made  by  the  assessors.  Hav- 
ing these  figures  in  mind,  it  may  be  of  interest  to  mention 
several  facts  relative  to  valutions. 

The  total  amount  of  assessed  valuation  in  1921  was 
$6,304,815.00.  In  1924  the  total  was  $7,3-15,195.00,  an  increase 
of  $1,040,380.00.  The  question  might  be  raised  as  to  how  this 
additional  amount  was  secured. 

In  1922,  the  assessors,  feeling  that  certain  valuations  were 
low.  and  out  of  proportion  to  other  valuations,  made  a  num- 
ber of  readjustments,  together  with  a  careful  canvass  through- 
out the  town,  including  the  larger  estates  here,  and  all  of 
i he  so-called  "down  river"  property.  Figures  are  available 
at  the  office  of  the  assessors  that  will  show  that  in  1922  the 
total  assessed  valuations  of  ten  individuals  in  Ipswich  were  in- 
creased a  total  of  $286,450.00.  In  other  words,  in  1922,  ten  in- 
dividuals paid  approximately  28  per  cent  of  the  total  in- 
crease in  taxes  for  that  year.  In  making  these  increases,  the 
assessors  dealt  fairly  with  the  property  owners,  and  did  not 
proceed  on  the  theory,  alone,  that  because  these  ten  persons 
were  able  to  pay  a  tax  that  they  should  be  taxed  in  an  exces- 
sive manner.  It  is  rather  significant,  in  this  connection,  that  in 
cases  where  applications  for  abatements  were  made,  and  were 
refused  by  the  assessors,  no  appeals  were  taken  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  assessors,  either  to  the  county  commissioners,  or 
the  superior  court.  Another  factor  that  helped  to  bring  about 
this  increase  in  valuation  was  a  more  systematic  manner  of 
checking  up  on  motor  vehicles  that  were  subject  to  taxation 
here. 

in  connection  with  the  assessment  of  motor  vehicles,  and 
its  importance  as  a  source  of  revenue,  a  new  system  was 
adopted  in  1922,  with  a  larger  degree  of  co-operation  between 
1  eal  assessors  and  the  state.     Prior  to  1922  it  was  a  difficult 
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matter  to  obtain  a  correct  list  of  all  registered  motor  vehicles. 
These  lists  had  to  be  obtained  from  private  agencies,  at  ex- 
pense to  the  town.  The  lists  are  now  furnished  by  the  state, 
and  are  complete  lists. 

In  order  to  show  the  rapid  development  of  this  class  of 
taxable  property,  the  board  would  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  in  1923  a  total  of  458  motor  vehicles  were  assessed 
in  Ipswich.  Last  year  this  number  had  increased  to  647,  or  an 
increase  of  189  in  one  year.  The  number  of  1925  will  undoubt- 
edly exceed  that  of  1924,  and  will  establish  a  new  high  record 
here.  In  order  to  assess  taxes  on  this  class  of  property  in  a 
more  equitable  and  satisfactory  manner,  the  board  has  adopted 
a  new  system  of  checking  up,  and  also  a  new  "follow  up"  sys- 
tem that  has  been  found  to  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

After  having  disposed  of  the  assessments  on  the  larger 
properties,  and  having  canvassed  carefully  to  uncover  any 
untaxed  property,  the  remainder  of  the  increases  were  made 
generally  throughout  the  town,  in  small  amounts,  in  order  that 
the  burden  be  made  not  too  heavy  for  those  least  able  to  bear 
it,  and  also  that  the  increased  burden  might  be  borne  by  all 
classes  of  people  in  the  town.  Having  accomplished  this  work 
in  1922,  and  having  succeeded  in  keeping  the  tax  rate  below 
$30.00,  the  assessors  have  not  made  any  material  increases  in 
1923  or  1924,  as  there  is  no  desire  on  the  part  of  any  member 
of  the  board  to  create  any  condition  of  inflated  valuations, 
such  as  has  resulted  in  some  other  places. 

Tn  1922,  in  the  matter  of  poll  tax  payers,  the  work  of 
canvassing  was  done  very  thoroughly,  and  a  special  effort 
was  made  to  list  every  available  poll  tax  payer  in  the  town. 
Much  of  this  work  was  done  among  the  alien  classes,  and  a 
new  method  was  employed.  In  1921  the  total  number  of  as- 
sessed poll  tax  payers  was  1537.  In  1922  this  number  was  in- 
creased to  1825,  or  an  increase  of  288.  At  $2.00  each,  which 
was  the  portion  of  the  town  in  the  tax,  this  meant  a  gain  of 
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$576.00  in  favor  of  the  town.  In  1923  the  number  of  poll 
tax  payers  was  1807,  and  in  the  year  just  closed  it  was  1824. 
It  w.ll  be  seen  from  these  figures  that  for  the  past  three  years 
the  assessors  have  kept  this  number  above  1800  each  year. 

Per  Capita  Tax  Figures 

It  is  said  sometimes  that  the  people  of  Ipswich  pay  too 
much  in  taxes,  and  your  board  has  gathered  some  figures  on 
this  subject,  and  have  included  them  as  a  part  of  this  report, 
in  order  that  the  figures  may  be  studied  by  the  taxpayers. 

The  number  of  towns  and  cities  in  Essex  county  is  34. 

In  1924,  the  average  amount  of  taxes  paid  by  each  man. 
woman  and  child  in  the  county  was  $42.17. 

In  1924,  the  average  amount  for  every  man,  woman  and 
child  in  Ipswich  was  $32.56. 

The  average  in  Ipswich  in  1924  was  $9.61  less  for  every 
man.  woman  and  child  than  was  the  average  for  the  county. 

The  number  of  places  in  the  county  with  an  average  high- 
er than  Ipswich  in  1924  was  22.  The  number  with  a  lower 
average  was  11.

In  1924  the  average  amount  of  tax  for  every  man,  woman 
and  child  in  Massachusetts  was  $45.28. 

The  average  for  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  Ipswich 
was  $32.56. 

The  average  in  Ipswich  was  $12.72  less  than  the  average 
throughout  the  entire  state. 

Tax  Rates 

In  1921  the  tax  rate  in  Ipswich  was  $28.80,  while  the  aver- 
age rate  for  all  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  state  was  $26.64. 
Ipswich  was  $2.16  higher  than  the  average  for  the  state. 

In  1922,  the  Ipswich  rate  was  $29.50,  while  the  average  for 
the  state  was  $27.49.  Ipswich  was  $2.01  above  the  average 
for  the  state  in  that  year. 

In  1923,  the  Ipswich  rate  was  $29.50,  while  the  average  for 
the  state  was  $27.07.  Ipswich  was  $2.43  above  the  state 
average. 

In  1924,  the  Ipswich  rate  was  $27.50,  while  the  average 
rates  of  all  towns  and  cities  in  the  state  was  $27.71.  In  the 
year  that  has  just  passed,  the  Ipswich  rate  was  brought  down 
so  it  was  $.21  below  the  average  for  the  state.  This  has  been 
done  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  amount  raised  here  last  year 
on  real  and  personal  property  was  greater  than  that  of  1921 
by  $20,382.69.  The  assessors  in  1924  were  able  to  announce  a 
rate  that  was  $1.30  less  than  was  the  rate  for  1921. 
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In  considering  these  figures,  and  the  table  showing  the 
average  amount  of  taxes  in  Ipswich  for  every  man,  woman 
and  child,  the  reader  should  consider  the  many  modern  neces- 
sities and  conveniences  that  Ipswich  has  as  compared  with 
some  other  places  on  that  list  that  have  a  higher  average 
amount  of  tax  for  each  person,  but  who  receive  less  for  what 
the}'  pay  than  do  the  people  of  Ipswich.  It  is  the  wish  of  the 
board  that  the  citizens  of  the  town  study  these  figures  as  con- 
tained in  this  annual  report. 

In  closing,  the  members  of  the  board  wish  to  extend  their 
thanks  to  the  people  of  the  town  and  to  the  other  officials  of 
the  town  for  the  co-operation  that  has  been  rendered.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR 


Very  few  of  the  people  of  the  town  know  just  what  con- 
dition the  Town  Farm  is  in.  We  have  done  the  best  that  we 
could  during  the  past  year  with  what  money  we  had.  The 
roof  has  been  repaired  but  there  are  several  things  necessary 
to  do  about  the  house.  Four  of  the  rooms  need  new  ceilings 
and  the  steps  in  front  of  the  house  are  in  a  very  dangerous 
condition.  They  must  be  repaired.  It  is  also  necessary  that 
we  have  a  manure  spreader,  three  new  horses  and  various 
other  small  things  which  of  course  will  cost  quite  a  sum  of 
money.  We  hope  to  arrange  for  some  plan  to  care  for  the 
inmates  so  that  the  farm  can  be  sold.  The  Board  thinks  that 
it  should  be  sold  as  we  doubt  if  the  citizens  would  care  to 
spend  the  money  necessary  to  put  it  in  working  order.  We 
hope  that  everyone  will  give  this  question  of  the  farm  serious 
thought  and  any  suggestion  that  will  help  us  to  care  for  the 
inmates  in  a  better  and  less  expensive  way  will  be  greatly 
appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


Health  conditions  during  the  year  of  1924  have  been  on 
the  whole  satisfactory.  While  the  table  showing  the  number 
of  cases  reported  looks  rather  ominous,  312  being  the  number, 
when  you  deduct  from  the  total,  259  cases  of  mumps,  it  will 
be  seen  that  there  were  only  53  cases  of  all  other  diseases  left 
under  the  eleven  headings. 

In  1922  there  Avere  29  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  in  1923  there 
were  20  cases.  In  1924  there  were  only  10  cases,  which  speaks 
well  for  the  sanitary  supervision  that  was  carried  on.  We 
hope  an  even  better  showing  may  be  made  in  1925 ;  and  we 
feel  that  if  parents  would  avail  themselves  of  the  offer  of 
the  Board,  which  is  again  repeated,  to  give  their  children  the 
benefit  of  the  Schick  test,  that  the  number  would  be  still  fur- 
ther reduced. 

Chapter  75,  Sections  49,  50  and  52  of  the  Revised  Laws 
requires  that  all  diseases  dangerous  to  the  public  health  shall 
be  reported  by  the  attending  physician  within  twenty-four 
hours  of  their  occurrence.  Thirty-seven  diseases  are  included 
in  that  list.  These  diseases  must  also  be  reported  to  the  State 
Department  of  Health.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Board  of  Health  of  Ipswich, 

Gentlemen : 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  following  report  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1924. 

Sanitary  conditions  have  been  very  good  during  the  past 
year  all  things  being  considered.  There  have  been  fewer  con- 
tagious disease  cases  than  formerly  which  speaks  well  for  good 
health  conditions  in  town.  One  of  the  worst,  as  well  as  one  of 
the  most  unsightly  conditions  is  the  indiscriminate  dumping 
of  all  kinds  of  filth  in  the  river  and  on  its  banks.  I  wish  to 
call  attention  at  this  time  that  such  dumping  is  strictly  for- 
bidden under  the  law.  The  proper  disposal  of  clam  shells  is 
another  source  of  complaint  that  is  always  with  us.  I  desire 
at  this  time  to  state  that  a  proper  disposal  of  clam  shells  is  a 
part  of  the  clam  industry.  There  have  been  numerous  com- 
plaints of  unsanitary  conditions  at  Little  Neck  but  through  the 
co-operation  of  the  Feoffees  the  same  have  been  greatly  bene- 
fited but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement.

In  submitting  my  report  I  desire  to  bring  to  your  atten- 
tion some  things  which  I  think  should  receive  your  consider- 
ation. I  believe  a  thorough  inspection  should  be  made  of  our 
equipment  at  the  station,  the  large  engine  and  exciter  need 
attention,  as  we  are  in  a  position  at  the  present  time  to  care 
for  any  emergency  that  may  arise,  or  any  repairs  which  may 
be  needed.  I  think  this  can  be  done  without  any  interruption 
in  the  service. 
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I  would  recommend  that  some  change  be  made  in  our 
Street  Lighting  from  our  present  multiple  to  a  series  system. 
In.  recommending  this  change  I  do  not  consider  it  necessary 
to  make  the  change  in  one  year,  but  to  make  a  start  and 
change  a  section  of  the  Town  at  a  time.  I  think  if  the  change 
should  be  made,  that  when  completed,  the  Town  would  re- 
ceive much  better  service  and  the  cost  much  less  to  maintain.

The  Board  recommends  the  amount  of  hydrant  service 
be  raised  and  appropriated  from  the  tax  levy,  the  balance 
be  taken  from  the  earnings  of  the  Water  Department. 

On  July  1,  1924,  $130,000  water  debt  was  retired  by  the 
Sinking  Fund,  leaving  a  'balance  of  $33,525.90  in  said  fund 
and  as  the  amount  is  sufficient  to  care  for  the  amount  due 
on  Jan.  1,  1927,  we  would  recommend  no  appropriation  be 
made  for  the  Sinking  Fund.  We  wish  to  report  that  meters 
have  been  placed  on  all  water  services  as  recommended  last 
year,  the  total  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  meter  table. 

The  matter  of  more  water  storage  has  been  considered  by 
your  Board  and  a  number  of  propositions  submitted  to  us  by 
Engineers  in  connection  herewith.    It  is  our  opinion  that  after 
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considering  the  plans  and  reports  submitted,  and  as  our  aux- 
iliary supply  must  come  from  Bull  Brook,  we  believe  steps 
should  be  taken  to  clear  up  a  portion  of  Bull  Brook  valley 
first.  Should  this  be  done  the  Town  would  have  to  acquire 
the  land,  and  we  would  recommend  the  Town  obtain  the  land 
on  and  around  Bull  Brook  for  this  purpose,  the  amount  of  land

COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich:  — 

The  citizens  of  the  town  of  Ipswich,  from  year  to  year,  are 
taking  greater  interest  in  their  schools,  and  this  more  fully  in  the 
year  just  past.  Your  committee,  your  superintendent,  your 
teachers,  and  your  scholars  have  noticed  this,  and  the  spirit  of 
the  schools  has  been  thus  quickened.  The  spirit  of  the  schools 
is  gauged  by  the  interest  you  show.  You  quicken  it  or  you 
dampen  it  by  your  interest  or  the  lack  of  it.  The  school  is  you. 
You  show  what  you  are  through  ycur  school.  If  you  think  you 
are  much,  show  it  through  the  school.  There  is  no  better 
way  to  get  the  joy,  the  thrill  of  something  worth  while  than  to 
quicken  the  spirit  of  the  school. 

Your  committee,  during  this  year  past,  has  found  out  that  it 
is  your  wish  to  keep  the  neighborhood  school  for  the  little  ones 
of  the  first,  second  and  third  grades.  We  have  found  out  that 
the  parents  of  these  little  ones  do  not  care  to  have  them  too  far 
away  from  them;  that  they  are  glad  to  know  their  little  ones  are 
nearby;  that  the  way  being  short  is  not  so  full  of  perils  as  a  long- 
er way;  that  if  need  be  they  may  go  with  them,  without  loss  of 
much  time  to  themselves;  that  should  storm  arise  they  may  go 
with  proper  clothing  for  them;  and  that,  in  any  event,  the  child 
is,  in  a  sense,  within  easy  reach  of  a  mothers  tender  love  and 
care.  The  parent  knows  the  child.  For  five  or  six  years  it  has 
been  her  constant  care.  She  knows  its  strength,  she  knows  its 
weaknesses.     She     knows     all.        She     must      know    just    about 
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where  that  child  is  at  any  given  moment;  she  must  know  in  just 
whose  care  it  is.  Hence  the  neighborhood  school  for  the  little 
ones  is  her  choice. 

The  schools  that  are  neighborhood  schools  are  as  follows: 
Linebrook,  Wainwright,  Dennison,  Warren  St.,  Cogswell,  the 
Payne  Group,  and  Burley.  These  buildings  are  well  situated  to 
serve  their  respective  neighborhoods.  In  the  programme  your 
committee  has  mapped  out,  we  would  dispense  with  the  Warren 
St.  Building.  The  Burley  School  is  in  fine  condition.  :But  little 
is  needed  to  be  done  there. 

If  you  will  refer  to  our  list  of  repairs  that  has  been  done  dur- 
ing 1924,  and  to  the  list  for  repairs  to  be  done  in  1925,  in  the 
other  neighborhood  school  buildings,  and  then  make  it  your  duty 
to  visit  these  various  schools  you  will  then  form  a  good  idea  as 
to  their  physical  condition,  and  will  see  wherein  they  need  fix- 
ing. This  will  then  place  you  in  a  good  position  to  judge 
whether  the  amount  we  ask  you  to  spend  on  your  buildings  for 
the  coming  year  is  justifiable  or  not. 

Under  present  conditions  we  believe  the  Cogswell  School, 
the  Dennison,  the  Payne  Group  and  the  Wainwright  have  not 
outlived  their  usefulness.  We  believe  that  structurally  they  are 
still  good  buildings,  and  with  a  little  more  outlay,  as  outlined, 
will  serve  the  town  well  for  some  years  to  come  as  neighborhood 
schools.  That,  of  course,  is  for  you  to  decide,  but  you  may  take 
our  suggestion  for  what  it  is  worth,  for  it  is  presented  to  you  for 
your  decision  after  much  careful  study. 

These  neighborhood  schools,  all  of  them,  are   overcrowded, 
and  the  enrollment  is  increasing.     We  propose  that  the  overflow 
be  placed  into  the  Winthrop  School,  and  if  the   Warren    School 
is  abandoned,  to  place  those  pupils    into    the    Winthrop    Schoo 
also. 

The  Junior  High,  now  in  the  Winthrop  School,  we  suggest 
would  go  into  the  Manning  Building,  which  is  our  present   High

School,  and  the  High  School  pupils  would  then  be  without  a 
roof  or  out-of-doors  so  to  speak.  Now  we  are  right  back  where 
we  were  in  1  92  1  when  wa  recommended  the  purchase  of  the 
County  Property  on  Green  St.  (page  18. Report  of  1921),  as  a 
possible  location  for  a  school,  and  again  in  1922  (School  Report 
page  18,  1922),  when  we  again  urged  the  Town  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  investigate  this  property  on  Green  St.  "at  once  be- 
fore it  is  too  late."  Again,  (page  16  School  Report  1923)  we 
called  your  attention  to  the  "acquired  property"  on  Green  St.  as 
an  eminently  fitting  location  for  a  High  School. 

You  appointed  a  committee  of  six  to  investigate  the  school 
situation  in  Ipswich  and  to  report  their  findings.  Your  school 
board  has  seen  this  report  and  is  unanimous  in  endorsing  it 
with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Ross  who,  though  not  opposed  to  it, 
desires  more  time  to  consider  it. 

This  report  of  the  committee  of  six  is  in  line  with  the  re- 
commendations of  your  board  as  shown  in  the  school  reports 
for  the  years  1921,  1922  and   1923. 

Your  committee  wish  to  thank  the  parents  and  all  others 
who  have  shown  interest  enough  to  visit  the  school  during  the 
past  year.  We  especially  wish  to  thank  and  praise  the  Parent- 
Teacher  Association  for  their  good  work  and  helpfulness  and  to 
encourage  them  in  their  splendid  undertaking  which  can  not 
fail  to  aid  the  school.  We  hope  all  citizens  will  read  the  Super- 
intendent's report  in  which  the  educational  phase  of  our  schools 
is  well  set  forth. 

Especially  do  we  hope  the  interest  manifest  by  all  during 
the  past  year  will  be  kept  up  and  be  increased,  for  it  is  by  team 
work  that  the  best  may  be  gained.  We  are  all  working  for  the 
same  end;  namely  the  good  of  the  schools.  For  it  is  through 
the  school  chiefly  (hat  the  sphit  of  the  town  is  kept  up. 
Let  us  all  work  for  this  end,  that  Ipswich  may  be  proud  of  its 
schools,  and  let  us  set  up  and  maintain   a  standard  that    will    be 
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well  worthy  of  us  to  the  extent  of  our  purse    without    overdoing. 
During  the  year  1924,  the  following  has  been   done    to    the 
school  property: 

WAINWRIGHT  SCHOOL 
Boys  toilet  repaired. 

DENNISON  SCHOOL. 

Walls  and  ceiling  of  upper  classroom  washed  and  painted. 
New  fire   escape  built,  1924-1925. 

COGSWELL  SCHOOL. 
New  sanitary  system  installed.     Additional  room  and    cess- 
pool built  to  accommodate  same.        Walls  and  ceilings    in    both 
class-rooms  washed  and  painted.      Desks   resurfaced. 

PAYNE  GROUP. 
New  sanitary  system  installed.     Rooms  altered  to  accommo- 
date same.     Cesspool  built.     One  chimney  on  each  building  re- 
topped.     Walls  and  ceilings  in    three    classrooms    washed    and 
painted. 

BURLEY  SCHOOL. 

Grounds  graded.  Trees  planted. (See  Supt.  Report.)  Abut- 
ment built  to  secure  better  drainage.  Furnished  and  opened 
additional  room  in  basement  to  provide  for  increased  enrollment 
in  fifth  grade  in  this  neighborhood.  Desks  resurfaced.  Shrub- 
bery planted. 

WINTHROP  SCHOOL. 

Grounds    resurfaced    about    entrances.  Fifteen  feet  new 

brickwork  added  to  chimney.      Repaired  outside  entire  building 
necessary  for  painting.      Painted  entire  building,    two  coats,   out- 
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side.  Constructed  new  dressing  room  and  built  new  entrance 
from  outside  for  various  athletic  activities.  Changed  doors  for 
"safety  first."  Provided  new  window  shades  for  some  of  the 
rooms. 

MANNING  BUILDING 

Repaired  building  outside  necessary  for  painting.  Painted 
entire  building,  two  coats,  outside.  Built  new  entrance  platform 
of  concrete  in  front  vestibule.  Relaid  new  floor  in  three  class- 
rooms, corridors,  anterooms  and  recitation  rooms.  Placed  new 
treads  and  risers  in  main  stairway  where  necessary.  Raised  and 
relaid  new  floors  in  rear  vestibule  and  adjusted  doors  to  meet 
conditions.  Provided  new  partition  in  drawing  room.  Provided 
new  screens  for  stage  and  for  exhibiting  drawings.  Installed  new 
slate  blackboards  in  three  large  classrooms.  Provided  and  in- 
stalled eighty  new  chair  desks  for  new  classroom  in  the  assembly 
hall  on  third  floor.  Provided  and  installed  large  new  cabinet  in 
the  office  of  the  Superintendent  to  facilitate  the  filing  of  various 
papers. 

Your  committee  would  be  pleased  to  have  you  visit  the  va- 
rious schools,  to  see  -what  has  been  done,  especially  to  the  Cogs- 
well and  the  Payne  Schools.  As  more  must  be  done  to  both 
these  schools  and  to  other  buildings,  by  visiting  them  you  would 
learn' first-hand  their  condition,  and  be  able  to  act  more  under- 
standing^ as  occasion  may  require. 

Your  committee  will  now  point  out  to  you  what  should  be 
done  to  the  various  buildings  and  grounds  in  1925. 

WA1NWRIGHT  SCHOOL. 
Build  ing  should  be  shingled.       Outbuilding  should   be    put 
into  good  shape  and  new    sanitary  system  installed.      Rear    exit 
should  be  made  and    outbuilding  connected  with  main  building. 
Walls  and  ceiling  should  be  washed  and  painted   throughout. 
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DENNISON  SCHOOL. 

New  sanitary  system  should  be  installed  as  in  the 
Cogswell  school,  thus  eliminating  a  bad  fire  hazard,  saving 
in  water  bills  and  in  heating.  Walls  and  ceiling  in  down  stairs 
classroom  should  be  washed  and  painted.  Window  shades  are 
necessary  for  both  classrooms.  The  heating  plant  is  entirely 
inadequate  for  heating  both  classrooms  to  the  extent  that  the 
efficiency  of  the  school  work  is  greatly  impaired.  This  should 
be  remedied  before  another  fall.  Slate  blackboards  are  needed 
badly,  but  we  can  get  by  with  the  old  ones  for  another  year. 

WARREN  STREET  SCHOOL. 
If  this  school  is  to  be  continued    much    needs    doing    to    it. 
Our  recommendation,  however,  does  not  provide  for  the    contin- 
uance of  this  school. 

COGSWELL  SCHOOL. 

This  school  building  must  be  shingled  as  soon  as  possible. 
Slight  repairs  and  painting  should  be  done  to  both  entrances,  both 
upstairs  and  down.  Doors  should  be  repaired,  and  new  thresh- 
holds  put   in. 

PAYNE  GROUP. 

The  larger  building  must  be  shingled  as  soon  as  possible. 
The  roof  has  been  patched  and  re-patched.  Its  no  use  to  do 
over  ceilings  and  have  your  roofs  leaking.  Many  new  window 
sashes  should  be  put  in,  and  others  reglazed.  Storm  windows 
should  be  provided  for  the  Linebrook  Street  side.  This  would 
make  the  rooms  far  more  pleasant  and  comfortable  in  severe 
weather,  and  cause  a  saving  on  your  coal  bills.  Desks  should 
be  resurfaced  and  several  chairs  repaired.  A  little  painting  is 
necessary  to  both  buildings  both  inside  and  outside. 
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BL'RLEY  SCHOOL. 

Boundary  lines  of  this  school    grounds    should  be  definitely 
established,  thus  removing  all  controversy  with  abutters. 

WINTHROP  SCHOOL. 

A  set  of  new  grates  for  the  boilers  should  always  be  on 
hand  in  event  the  old  ones  should  give  out.  New  grates  cannot 
be  secured  in  less  that  two  weeks  time,  so  you  see  both  your 
school  buildings,  the  Winthrop  and  the  Manning,  would  be  cold 
in  case  of  a  break-down  to  the  grates,  with  none  to  take  their 
place  short  of  two  weeks.  Window  shades  should  be  provided 
in  rooms  not  already  supplied.  Desks  should  be  resurfaced, 
and  many  chairs  and  settees  repaired.  Electric  lights  should  be 
installed  in  some  rooms.  Walls  and  ceilings  should  be  washed 
throughout  entire  building. 

LINEBROOK  SCHOOL. 

Windows  should  be  reglazed.  Floor  relaid.  Two  electric 
lights  installed. 

MANNING  BUILDING. 

A  storm  porch  should  be  provided  to  the  entrance  to  base- 
ment, immediatel}'  to  the  left  of  the  main  entrance  steps.  Various 
turnings  for  the  balustrades  of  the  stairways  should  be  provided, 
and  other  minor  carpentry  work  to  stairways  as  a  "safety  first' 
measure  should  be  done.  Your  floors  in  the  assembly  hall  are 
in  very  bad  condition  after  fifty  years  use.  and  so  also  are  your 
ceilings,  caused  by  leaks  in  roof  which  should  be  fixed.  Ceiling? 
in  basement  and  laboratory  should  be  painted.  Expert  advice 
from  a  plumbing  engineer  is  required  relative  to  the  return  water 
pipe  in  the  heating  of  this  building.        A    new    fence   should  be 
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provided  along  the  line  of  your  property  and  the  Manning 
Street  abutters. 

The  repairs  mentioned  above  are  those  that  your  commit- 
tee, after  careful  investigation,  would  advise  you  to  have  done 
during  1925. 

There  are  many  other  things  that  we  could  tell  you  about, 
which  we  will  not  at  this  time,  for  they  are  not  so  urgently  need- 
ed as  the  things  we  have  brought  to  your  attention.  We  feel  that 
you  wish  your  school  buildings  and  grounds  to  be  in  good  shape, 
wholesome,  sanitary  and  comfortable  at  least,  and  we  know  you 
will  gladly  provide  for  the  same. 

Your  committee  is  ever  willing  to  undertake  anything  you 
wish.  We  will  gladly  fulfill  our  obligations  to  you  in  our  best 
manner.  It  is  quite  necessary,  however,  that  we  know  your  mind, 
that  we  may  fulfill  our  part.  We  trust  you  will  make  clear  to  us 
your  desires.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Ipswich,  Mass., 
Gentlemen: 

The  twenty-third  annual  report  coming  from  the 
office  of  the  superintendent  of  schools,  and  the  ninth  from  the 
present  incumbent,  is  herewith  submitted  for  your  consideration. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  your  committee,  when  the  length  of  the 
annual  report  was  under  discussion,  the  consensus  of  opinion 
seemed  to  be  in  accord  with  the  general  practice  of  the  day  of 
making  the  same  as  short  as  possible. 
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The  reasons  governing  such  action  may  be  summarized  as 
follows: 

1 .  The  financial  statement,  which  will  be  given  in  full,  al- 
ways claims  the  largest  share  of  attention. 

2.  The  cost  of  printing  will  be  considerably  reduced. 

3.  The  needs  and  progress  of  our  schools  may  be  learned 
at  first  hand  by  frequent  visits  by  the  parents  and  others  inter- 
ested. Seeing  is  believing.  No  written  or  verbal  report  by  any 
school  official  can  begin  to  compare  in  actual  value  with  the 
knowledge  gained  by  personal  inspection.  The  best  things  in  a 
school  cannot  be  described  —  they  must  be  sensed. 

4.  The  requirements  of  the  law  will  be  just  as  fully  satisfied 
with  a  shorter  report  as  with  a  more  extended  one. 

5.  Nobody  reads  it. 

Number  five  will  give  you  some  idea  of  the  overflowing 
zeal  (?)  with  which  the  superintendent  uudertakes  the  task. 
Hence,  we  shall  discuss  a  few  specific  matters  in  a  very  genera 
way  and  leave  many  others,  of  which  you  have  been  fully  in- 
formed, to  be  presented  by  your  committee  that  we  may  have 
in  clear  cold  type  something  that  will  indicate  a  plan  or  outline 
of  your  general  policy. 

Enrollment. 

As  may  be  seen  from  the  enrollment  tables,  to  be  found  on 
pages  1  6  and  1  7,  a  larger  number  of  pupils  are  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  town  today  than  ever  before  in  its  history.  Of  the 
1  465  enrolled  since  September,  1416  are  in  actual  membership 
at  the  present  time.  Taking  the  enrollment  of  last  year  as  a 
basis,  there  has  been  a  net  gain  of  87  pupils  —  more  than  enough 
to  fill  two  large  class  rooms.  When  we  consider  the  limited  ac- 
commodations of  a  year  ago,  it  will  be  seen  that  to  house  this 
additional  number  has  been  a  problem  of  no  small    proportions, 
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and  could  be  accomplished  only  by  the    sacrifice    of    space  that 
was  held  exclusively  for  other  purposes. 

The  assembly  hall  on  the  top  floor  of  the  Manning  Building  — 
the  only  one  we  had  in  our  whole  school  system— was  given  up 
to  accommodate  the  largest  freshman  class  that  ever  entered  the 
high  school.  A  lower  room  of  the  Burley  School  was  furnished 
throughout  to  provide  for  an  overflow  of  mixed  fourth  and  fifth 
grade  children.  This  room  had  been  used  previously  as  a  play- 
room for  the  smaller  children  during  stormy  weather.  We  had 
no  choice  in  the  matter;  the  assembly  hall  and  the  play-room  — 
both  much  needed  adjuncts  in  any  school  system-— were  given 
up  to  serve  other  and  more  necessary  purposes. 

There  is  another  feature  of  our  enrollment,  not  to  be  found 
in  the  table,  however,  that  should  be  brought  to  your  attention. 
It  is  an  item  of  no  small  political  and  social  interest  and  should 
fill  us  with  confidence  for  the  future.  And  that  is  the  large  num- 
ber of  children  of  foreign  parentage  that  are  in  our  public  schools. 
I  feel  that  it  is  not  realized  or  generally  known  that  more  than 
fifty  per  cent,  of  our  school  population  is  composed  of  such  chil- 
dren. We  have  one  school  in  which  this  class  of  children  is 
about  eighty-five  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  enrolled  in  that 
building  Our  schools  are  drawing  their  pupil  supply  from 
fifteen  different  nationalities.  Poland,  Greece,  Russia,  Denmark, 
Sweden,  Switzerland,  France,  Italy,  Portugal,  Scotland,  England, 
Ireland,  Nova  Scotia  and  Quebec  —each  is  contributing  its  quota 
to  this  heterogeneous  gathering,  and  the  public  schools  are  taking 
care  of  them  all.  The  harmonious  and  friendly  relations  existing 
among  these  children  is  not  only  most  gratifying  but  is  truly  in- 
spiring. It  should  fill  us  with  hope  and  give  us  courage  to  go 
forward. 

There  is  very  little  quarreling  and  fighting  among  them  now — 
far  less  than  in  the  good  old  days  (?)  when  every  child  was  sup- 
posed to  be  able    to    trace    his    ancestry    back  to  the  Mayflower 
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Faults  they  have,  to  be  sure,  but  who  is  without  faults? 

The  power  which  exists  in  our  public  schools  to  unify  and 
bring  into  conformity  all  these  different  racial  traits  and  charac- 
teristics is  a  splendid  tribute  to  the  lofty  ideals,  the  high  purpose, 
and  efficient  work  of  our  teachers.  For  let  it  be  understood,  that 
these  results  come  not  by  observation  alone,  but  are  achieved 
only  by  well-planned,  concerted,  and  persistent  effort  on  the  part 
of  those  engaged  in  this  humanizing  work.  No  opportunity  to 
give  expression  to  our  sympathy  to  those  in  trouble  or  sorrow  of 
any  kind  among  the  school  childien  is  ever  neglected  or  allowed 
to  pass  unimproved.  Occasions  of  sickness  and  death  are  al- 
ways noticed  by  gifts  of  flowers  or  letters  of  condolence  to  the 
afflicted  ones,  and  this  too  without  discrimination  of  race,  or 
creed,  or  social  standing.  Everything  is  conceived  and  carried 
out  in  the  spirit  of  true  democracy,  and  we  are  pleased  to  say 
that  the  results  of  these  beneficent  efforts  are  being  more  and 
more  apparent  each  year. 

There  is  another  phase  of  our  educational  program  that 
should  come  within  the  scope  of  your  deliberations.  Call  it  an 
opportunity  or  an  obligation  as  you  may.  It  is  a  matter  of  the 
deepest  significance  to  each  and  every  one  in  this  community, 
and  demands  the  most  careful  consideration  and  treatment. 
Here,  too,  is  a  condition  that  has  not  been  realized  or  known  to 
any  of  us  until  very  recently. 

To  bring  the  matter  before  you  in  its  organized  form,  let  me 
quote  a  few  statistics  that  have  been  compiled  by  one  of  the  large 
insurance  companies  of  New  York  City.     There  are  in  Ipswich 

2131   native  born  of  foreign  and  mixed  parentage 

2  1  82  foreign  born 

1  699  non-citizens,  and 

482  persons,  over  twenty-one   years  of    age,    who    cannot 
write  in  any  language. 
To  any  one  having  the  least  regard  for  the  social    and   poht- 
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ical  welfare  of  this  community,  the  conservation  of  our  institutions, 
or  the  safety  and  stability  of  our  form  of  government,  these  fig- 
ures must  present  a  most  urgent  appeal.  This  is  not  a  theory 
but  a  real  condition.  It  is  a  matter  that  calls  for  consideration 
and  adjustment  along  the  lines  of  the  most  enlightened  experi- 
ence and  wisely  directed  effort;  or  else  we  shall  suffer  the  con- 
sequences of  our  indifference  and  neglect. 

The  first  two  items  of  the  list  give  us  but  little  concern. 
The  public  schools  are  already  doing  something  to  remedy  this 
condition.  But  when  we  realize  that  the  number  of  non-citizens 
is  more  than  one-fourth  of  our  entire  population,  and  is  almost 
equal  to  the  number  of  our  registered  voters,  it  would  seem  that 
some  concerted  action  toward  the  education  of  these  people  as 
to  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  citizenship  should  be  under- 
taken at  once. 

It  is  a  large  contract  for  any  single  department  to  undertake 
unless  it  can  have  the  moral  and  financial  support  of  other 
organizations  that  have  equal  interest  in  the  progress  and  uplift 
of  this  community.  The  accomplishment  of  such  a  task  requires 
time,  money,  effort,  and  brains.  But  if  out  of  this  number  we 
can  succeed  in  building  up  one  thousand  self-respecting  and 
law-abiding  citizens,  no  one  will  be  able  to  accuse  us  of  failure 
in  the  line  of  duty,  nor  will  this  community  be  the  poorer  for 
such  an  expenditure. 

The  greatest  obstacle  to  be  overcome  in  any  line  of  effort 
is  ignorance.  We  find  this  to  be  true  in  every  situation  in  life, 
and  this  statement  gives  the  crux  to  the  whole  situation. 

Nothing  is  settled  until  it  is  settled  right;  and  the  only  right 
settlement  admissible  here  is  through  the  channels  of  education 
— physical,  mental,  and  moral — and  the  whole  community 
should  have  a  part  in  this  work. 

The  middle  West  furnishes  many  examples  of  what  has 
been  successfully  accomplished  in  the  line   of    the  Americaniza- 
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tion  of  such  groups.     The  State  itself  offers  substantial  assistance 
as  may  be  seen  from  the  following : 


Massachusetts     Legislation    for    Adult     Immigrant 

Education. 

Chapter  69,  General  Laws,  Sections  9  and  1  0.  Amend- 
ed May  27,  1921.  Revised  Form  of  Chapter  295, 
Acts  of  1 9  1 9. 

Section  9.  The  department,  with  the  co-operation  of 
any  town  applying  therefor,  may  provide  for  such 
instruction  in  the  use  of  English  for  adults  unable  to 
speak,  read,  or  write  the  same,  and  in  the  fundamental 
principles  of  government  and  other  subjects  adapted  to 
fit  for  American  citizenship,  as  shall  jointly  be  approved 
by  the  local  school  committee  and  the  department. 
Schools  and  classes  established  therefor  may  be  held  in 
public  school  buildings,  in  industrial  establishments  or 
in  such  other  places  as  may  be  approved  in  like  man- 
ner. Teachers  and  supervisors  employed  therein  by  a 
town  shall  be  chosen  and  their  compensation  fixed  by 
the  school  committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
department. 

Section  10.  At  the  expiration  of  each  school  year, 
and  on  approval  by  the  department,  the  commonwealth 
shall  pay  to  every  town  providing  such  instruction  in 
conjunction  with  the  department,  one  half  the  amount 
expended  for  supervision  and  instruction  by  such  town 
for  said  year. 

To  allow  this  condition  to  continue,  when  the  remedy  is  known, 
would    be  a  blot  on  our    escutcheon,  and  a  smirch  on  the    good 
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name  of  our  town.  It  would  always  be  pointed  out  as  a  striking 
evidence  of  our  indifference  and  short-sightedness,  and,  good 
friends,  what  of  the  future? 

These  people  are  ambitious  and  desirous  to  learn.  Many 
of  them  have  already  taken  out  their  "first  papers"  and  many  of 
them  have  requested  the  privilege  of  further  instruction  through 
the  evening  school.  This  we  were  obliged  to  deny  them  this 
year  on  account  of  lack  of  funds,  Let  us  hope  that  this  extreme 
and  urgent  need  —  and  it  is  mutual — may  arouse  the  leaders  of 
our  organizations  to  make  a  united  effort  in  meeting  this  great 
civic  and  moral  obligation. 

Changes   of  Teachers. 

The  changes  in  our  teaching  force  this  year  have  been  the 
largest  within  my  experience,  Most  of  them  were  made  solely 
for  financial  reasons.  We  started  the  schools  in  September 
with  eighteen  new  teachers.  Now,  if  you  will  allow  fifteen 
per  cent  as  the  average  loss  in  efficiency  arising  from  a  change 
in  teachers,  you  will  have  some  idea  of  the  loss  entailed  by 
this  change. 

If  other  communities  will  pay  from  $1  50  to  $450  more  than 
we  can  offer  them,  we  must  expect  to  lose  our  teachers.  In  one 
instance  —  that  of  the  supervisor  of  drawing — I  am  informed  that 
she  is  getting  nearly  double  the  sum  received  here.  There  is 
but  one  result  growing  out  of  this  practice— loss  in  the  efficiency 
of  our  schools. 

We  might  cover  pages  with  graphs  and  diagrams,  showing 
salary  schedules  of  other  towns,  or  of  the  state,  or  of  the  nation 
as  a  whole.  We  might  say  that  but  a  fraction  of  the  amount 
spent  for  pleasure  would  more  than  quadruple  the  total  expend- 
itures for  education.      We  might  show   that  the  money  spent  for 
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tobacco  and  chewing-gum  alone  would  amply  meet  all  the 
educational  requirements  of  the  whole  country.  Still,  all  this 
would  be  of   doubtful  value,  if  not  utterly  futile. 

The  gauge  and  measure  of  a  community's  appreciation  of 
educational  opr  crlunities  is  reflected  in  the  amount  devoted  to 
school  purposes  and  especially  to  the  item  of  salarier.  Would 
it  not  seem  probable  that  parental  regard  for  the  well-being  or 
children  would  be  strong  enough  to  hold  our  best  teachers  at 
current  ratesP  Are  not  the  school  children  of  this  community 
just  as  deserving  as  those  of  other  places?  Shouldn't  they  be 
given  a  fair  and  equal  chance?  Are  we  so  unmindful  of  the 
possibilities  for  distinguished  service  that  may  be  locked  up  in 
some  one  or  more  of  these  children?  What  shall  be  our 
answer? 

The  great  outstanding  need  of  this  department  today  is  the 
adoption  of  some  reasonable  salary  schedule  by  which  the  best 
teachers  would  be  assured  of  a  reasonable  increase  of  salary 
with  each  additional  year  of  service.  There  should  be  no 
minimum,  and  only  a  nominal  maximum.  This  would  give  the 
necessary  range  to  school  authority,  and  every  advancement  in 
salary  should  be  based  upon  merit  alone.  With  such  an  assur_ 
ance  and  incentive  to  good  work,  we  might  be  able  to  retain 
more  of  our  good  teachers  and  so  build  up  an  excellent  teaching 
force  of  whom  we  might  well  be  proud.  What  incentive  or 
encouragement  has  a  teacher  for  professional  improvement,  or 
to  do  a  better  grade  of  work,  who  after  three  or  four  years  of 
successful  effort,  receives  no  more  salary  than  at  the  beginning 
of  her  career?  Yet  we  have  them  on  our  list  today  and  it  is 
as  un-economical  and  wasteful  as  it  is  unjust. 

Many  of  these  teachers  are  taking  supplementary 
courses  of  study;  some  of  them  are  carrying  all  the  financial 
burdens  of  the  home  and  the  family;  others  of  them  have  been 
sick  and  their    small    savings    have    dwindled    to  the    vanishing 
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point.  Their  salaries  have  been  small,  and  the  amount  received 
from  the  retirement  fund  will  be  correspondingly  low.  Will  not 
the  good  people  of  this  town  permit  the  more  generous  impulses 
of  their  natures  to  prevail  and  thus  end  a  condition  that  calls  for 
humane  consideration? 


Junior  High  School. 

This  school  is  still  working  under  a  severe  handicap.  The 
unfavorable  conditions  of  last  year  have  been  intensified  by  a  lar- 
ger entering  class.  Lack  of  room  still  compels  the  pupils  to  move 
the  settees  from  the  corridors  into  one  of  the  larger  class-rooms 
several  times  a  wreek.  During  other  periods,  the  pupils  are  obliged 
to  occupy  the  same  settees  in  the  corridor  for  regular  class  work, 
and  comfort  and  best-grade  work  are  both  sacrificed  by  so  doing. 

The  teachers  are  obliged  to  re-write  their  work  upon  the 
blackboards  in  different  rooms  to  meet  class  requirements.  The 
classes  are  large,  the  program  necessarily  heavy,  and  the  num- 
ber of  pupil  hours  allotted  to  teachers  are  altogether  too  many. 
Not  a  few  of  the  children,  too,  are  obliged  to  hurry  through  their 
work  and  are  acquiring  slovenly  habits  of  work  and  thought. 
The  slower  pupils  cannot  be  given  the  amount  of  individual  at- 
tention they  should  receive  and  so  lose  interest  in  their  work. 

Departmental  teaching  is  not  adapted  to  the  requirements 
of  wide  variations  of  individual  differences  of  mental  capacity 
or  of  slower  minds.  All  such  pupils  should  be  segregated  and 
placed  in  small  classes  under  the  instruction  and  guidance 
of  a  single  experienced  and  skillful  teacher.  Poverty  of  mental 
endowment  or  of  home  environment  or  of  social  standing  should 
not  debar  such  pupils  from  the  best  advantages  the  school  can 
offer.  For  in  many,  many  instances  our  very  best  t>pe  of  cit- 
izens springs  from  this  class  of  pupils.      We  need    more    room   if 
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we  are  to  meet  our  obligations  to  these  children,    and    to  secure 
better  results  for  all. 

Parents  should  see  to  it  that  more  time  and  attention  is  given 
to  home  work.  From  one  to  two  hours  of  steady,  persistent  eff- 
ort will  not  be  too  much  for  home  study  to  insure  the  regular 
advance  from  class  to  class  in  these  two  grades.  A  larger  degree 
of  co-operation  between  the  parents  and  the  teacher  would  be 
mutually  helpful  and,  in  many  cases,  add  materially  to  the  child's 
acquisition  of  knowledge  and  to  the  length  of  his  school  life. 

Again,  parents  should  realize  more  fully  the  unfortunate 
conditions  under  which  the  work  of  the  school  is  being  done. 
If  they  did  so,  criticism,  and  fault-finding,  would  be  less,  especially 
by  those  not  personally  interested  in  the  matter  except  in  the  line 
of  malicious  gossip.  Let  it  be  remembered,  too,  that  any  adverse 
criticism  of  a  teacher,  or  of  her  work,  made  within  the  child's 
hearing,  reacts  in  a  tenfold  measure  to  the  child's  disadvantage 
and  loss.  Blame  there  may  be,  on  one,  or  both  sides,  but  there 
are  better  ways  of  making  the  adjustments  than  by  doing  so  in 
the  presence  of  the  child  himself.  Let  us  not  forget  that  the  wel- 
fare of  the  child  is  the  supreme  object  of  all  our  efforts,  and  that 
time  and  patience  and  good  sense  by  all  the  parties  concerned 
are  necessary  for  his  fullest  development. 

The  teachers  in  this  school  are  working  faithfully  to  fulfill 
their  obligations  to  the  children,  and  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
an  overcrowded  curriculum.  Every  year  some  new  subject,  or 
special  phase  of  educational  work  is,  by  law,  required  to  be 
taught.  Not  incidentally  as  in  former  times,  but  as  something 
superimposed  upon  an  already  heavy  course  of  study.  What 
with  the  multiplicity  of  subjects  to  be  taught,  the  added  respon- 
sibility of  training  in  character  building  and  morals — once  the 
function  of  the  home— the  teacher  has  no  time  to  impress  her 
personality  nor  to  establish  those  friendly  relations  whose 
influence  upon  the  children  should  be  a  lifelong  power  for  good. 
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Each  teacher  should  have  a  home-room,  where  the 
atmosphere  and  the  genuine  home  spirit  and  influence  might 
always  be  found.  The  last  period  of  each  day  should  be 
devoted  to  the  teaching  of  those  cardinal  virtues  of  obedience, 
honesty,  kindness,  loyalty,  and  service  to  mankind;  where  an 
opportunity  to  study  the  lives  of  the  best  men  and  women 
might  be  given,  and  where  the  right  emphasis  upon  ideals  and 
character  values  might  be  placed:  where  the  highest  moral 
qualities,  not  only  could  be  talked  about,  but  where  they  could 
be  driven  home  so  thoroughly  as  to  dominate  the  life  and 
conduct  of  every  pupil.  Had  we  more  room,  then  such  training 
would  be  possible  and  could  be  required,  but  it  is  not  possible 
under  existing  conditions. 

There  should  be  more  time  allowed  for  supervised  study. 
Had  we  the  room,  the  children  could  be  taught  how  to  study 
and  to  get  for  themselves  something  of  value  from  the  printed 
page.  A  larger  measure  of  responsibility  could  be  placed  upon 
the  pupil  for  the  preparation  of  his  work,  and  he  could  be  held 
to  a  stricter  accountability  in  the  performance  of  his  tasks- 
There  would  be  less  temptation  and  encouragement  to  get  by 
than  at  present,  notwithstanding  all  the  efforts  that  are  put  forth 
for  its  prevention. 

Unless  more  emphasis  and  attention  are  given  to  this 
feature  of  our  work,  the  child  will  be  absolutely  helpless 
when  he  leaves  school.  He  must  be  taught,  here  and  now,  how 
to  interpret  the  written  word,  and  to  apply  the  knowledge  so 
gained  to  the  development  of  all  his  powers.  Books  are  the 
heritage  of  the  ages;  but  unless  the  child  is  taught  how  to 
make  the  best  use  of  them,  our  sowing  will  be  in  vain  and  his 
reaping  little  indeed.  Here  is  the  key  to  all  knowledge,  all 
success;  all  service.  Let  us  put  it  into  his  hands:  but,  first,  let 
us  teach  him  how  to  use  it.  No  matter  what  our  theories  of 
educational   procedure  may  be,  the  old  maxim,    "self-help  is  the 
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best  help"    still  stands,  and  challenges  contradiction. 

A  reorganization  of  this  school,  combining  some  of  the  fea- 
tures of  the  Winnetka  System,  could  be  easily  made,  and  a  lar- 
ger opportunity  for  good  work,  and  better  work,  by  both  teach- 
ers and  pupils  would  thereby  be  secured,  This  community  can 
ill  afford  to  hinder  or  hamper  the  progress  of  this  school.  It  is 
the  school  of  the  people,  and  serves  the  dual  purpose  of  prepar- 
ing for  higher  schools  of  education  and  for  life  itself.  It  is  one 
of  our  most  dependable  institutions.  It  has  always  held,  and 
will  continue  to  hold,  a  large  place  in  the  respect  and  regard  of 
all  right-minded,  straight-thinking  people.  Class  distinctions 
and  class  consciousness  have  no     place    here.  It    is    the   true 

source  of  all  democracy  and  plays  an  important  part  in  the  char- 
acter of  our  civilization.  Millions  upon  millions  of  boys  and 
girls  throughout  the  world  end  their  educational  careers  in 
schools  of  this  type.  We  make  no  apology  for  these  graduates. 
Examine  them,  compare  them:  and  then  give  your  own 
unbiased  opinion  of  the  real,  practical  value  of  such  school  in 
accordance  with  all  the  facts. 

No  group  of  teachers  anywhere  is  putting  more  time  and 
energy  and  thought  into  their  work  than  here  in  this  school. 
They  are  doing  as  good  and  as  thorough  work  as  all  the  circum- 
stances will  allow.  They  know  that  improvement  would  come 
with  better  conditions;  they  are  conscious  of  the  handicaps  un- 
der which  they  are  working;  they  realize  that  some  of  these  eb- 
stacles  should  be  removed,  and  they  feel  it  to  the  point  of  dis- 
couragement. I  make  my  plea  for  this  school,  You,  the  school 
committee,  have  pointed  out  the  way  of  relief.  May  the  legal 
voters  of  the  Town  concur  in  your  opinion,  and  give  your  find- 
ings the  solidity  of   accomplished  facts. 

For  further  information  in  reference  to  this  school,  let  me 
refer  you  to  the  report  of  its  respected  and  worthy  principal, 
Miss  Katharine  F.  Sullivan. 
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Senior  High  School. 

The  school  is  to  be  congratulated  for  the  position  it  already 
occupies  in  reference  to  the  longer  school  day.  This  question 
is  forcing  itself  to  the  front  in  many  of  our  cities  and  towns  at 
the  present  time,  in  response  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education  and  of  educators  in  general. 

From  an  economic  standpoint  the  shorter  day  is  wasteful 
in  the  extreme  and  tax-payers  as  well  as  school  men  are  justi- 
fied in  their  opposition  to  such  a  program. 

The  management  of  school  affairs  is  just  as  much  a  business 
proposition  as  it  is  an  educational  one.  Would  it  be  considered 
good  business  practice  to  allow  your  plant  to  remain  idle  the 
greater  part  of  the  time?  What,  then,  shall  you  say  of  a  policy 
that  not  only  permits  but  enforces  and  prolongs  this  period  of 
idleness?  Is  it  economical  or  business-like?  Could  any  busi- 
ness corporation  meet  its  competitors  on  such  a  basis?  We 
know  it  could  not:  failure  would  be  inevitable. 

But  this  is  only  a  minor  consideration  of  the  question.  The 
welfare  of  the  youth  of  our  community  and  of  our  land  is  vastly 
of  more  importance  than  any  pecuniary  features  that  the  prob- 
lem may  present.  To  prepare  for  an  intelligent,  broad-minded 
citizenship  is  the  chief  function  of  the  schools,  and  time  alone  is 
a  factor  of  no  small  significance  in  the  performance  of  that 
task.  How  much  more  we  all  could  do  if  we  had  the  time. 
He  does  most  who  employs  his  time  to  the  fullest  and  wisest 
degree.  Time  is  money,  and  it  never  returns  to  us.  The 
wasted  years  are  those  that  fill  us  with  regret. 

The  custom  of  cities  and  of  some  other  towns  that  still 
adhere  to  the  single-session  plan,  is  often  urged  as  an  example 
of  "what  they  do  in  other  places".  But  this  is  no  argument- 
Such  places  may  be   under   the    domination  of    political  leaders

who  court  this  popularity  for  political  reasons,  by  most  of  us 
fully  understood.  Others,  still,  may  be  controlled  by  social 
influences  which  refuse  to  recognize  the  rights  and  aspirations 
of  those  below  themselves  on  the  social  plane;  and  this,  too, 
in  direct  opposition  to  the  best  judgment  and  the  settled  convic- 
tion of  those  charged  with  the  direction  and  guidance  of  the 
educational  affairs  of  such  communities.  Does  this  provide 
equal  opportunity  for  all,  or  is  it  a  sop  for  the  few?  Whatever 
it  may  be,  it  is  not  conceived  in  the  spirit  of  democracy,  and 
should  not  warrant  serious  consideration  by  other  and  wiser 
communities.  Moreover,  the  children  in  such  communities 
have  the  privileges(?)  ofjexpensive  private  schools. 

Do  the  great  majority  of  our  pupils  enjoy  the  benefits  of 
such  social  exclusiveness? 

In  other  places  still,  especially  in  the  large  cities,  where 
school  accommodations  are  inadequate,  the  authorities  are 
obliged  to  make  use  of  this  plan.  In  such  cases  necessity  con- 
trols, and  necessity  knows  no  lav/.  Surely,  we  do  not  want  to 
follow  this  example.  So  much  for  what  "they  do  in  other 
places." 

Every  locality  has  its  own  peculiar,  community  needs  that 
must  be  met  in  its  own  peculiar  way.  What  will  answer  in  one 
community  will  not  suffice  in  another.  Therefore,  the  practice 
of  other  communities,  except  in  a  general  way,  will  not  meet  our 
local  conditions,  nor  solve  local  problems. 

Our  present  two-session  plan  was  not  adopted  hastily,  nor 
agreed  to  until  all  the  factors  entering  into  the  situation  had 
been  gone  over  carefully  and  had  been  given  deliberate  con- 
sideration. 

Under  the  old  plan,  pupils  who  failed  in  their  daily  work 
were  obliged  to  return  to  school  in  the  afternoon.  And  it  fre- 
quently happened  that  teachers  failing  these  pupils  in  the  morn- 
ing were  assigned  for  afternoon  work  on  some  other  day.      The 
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pupils  came  back,  usually,  but  as  no  teacher  in  their  department 
was  in  attendance,  there  was  nothing  for  them  to  do  except  to 
kill  time.  This  they  did  to  perfection,  and  systematically,  too. 
Qthers  found  it  more  congenial  to  loaf  around  in  the  drug  stores, 
the  billiard  saloons,  or  upon  the  street  corners,  Such  practice 
is  not  conducive  to  scholastic  attainments,  and  this  was  one  of 
the  factors  that  influenced  the  school  authorities  to  make  the 
change. 

The  matter  of  health  was  another  issue  to  be  considered. 
And  this  was  decided,  as  may  be  supposed,  without  delay. 

The  children,  too,  were  not  being  taught  how  to  study-  if 
they  studied  at  all.  They  simply  bluffed  their  recitations,  and 
made  them  up  by  loafing.  Many  of  them  did  good  work,  of 
course,  but  too  large  a  percentage  of  them  followed  the  routine 
as  outlined  in  the  foregoing. 

Many  of  the  teachers,  too,  were  opposed  to  the  change,  and 
continued  to  manifest  their  disapproval  for  some  time  after  the 
plan  had  received  the  sanction  of  the  school  authorities. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  two-session  plan,  the  school  has 
grown  both  in  numbers  and  in  efficiency.  We  are  sending  more 
of  our  boys  and  girls  to  college  and  higher  institutions  of  learn- 
ing than    ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  school. 

Our  graduates  are  giving  a  better  account  of  themselves, 
and  the  school  spirit  is  growing  stronger  each  year.  The  pupils 
are  taught  how  to  study,  and  are  becoming  more  self-reliant, 
They  are  held  more  ligidly  to  their  work,  and  assignments  are 
receiving  more  personal  attention.  The  pupils  are  studying  un- 
der the  eye  and  the  direction  of  their  teachers,  and  one  hour  of 
such  work  is  worth  more  than  any  two  under  ordinary  home 
conditions.  Best  of  all,  the  wreckage  here  is  extremely  small. 
In  our  cities  and  in  the  larger  high  schools  generallv,  a  pupil 
failing  in  his  work  is  dropped  summarily.  He  gets  little  or  no 
individual  help  from  his  teachers,  and  if  he  is  not  mentally  equal 
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to  the  requirements,  he  gets  no  consideration  and  he  passes 
out  of  school.  In  such  schools  the  number  of  fatalities  is  far 
above  what  we  are  getting  here.  This  is  the  crowning  glory  of 
every  school  sysiem — to  interest  and  save  to  the  last  one. 

Our  athletics,  too,  are  a  genuine  help  to  the  growth  of  the 
membership  and  spirit  of  ihe  school.  The  taint  of  commercial- 
ism has  not  tcuched  it,  and  all  school  activities  are  subordinated 
to  scholarship.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  no  member  of  the 
faculty  nor  member  of  the  School  Board  has  any  desire  to  do  as 
they  do  in  other  places."   Our  ambitions  lie  in  other  directions. 

What  1  have  said  under  the  caption  of  the  Junior  High 
School  in  reference  to  the  senseless  criticism  applies  with  evual 
force  to  the  affairs  of  this  school.  All  constructive  criticism,  all 
suggestions  looking  to  the  betterment  of  our  school  methods  and 
practices,  are  entitled  to  and  shall  have  a  patient  and  a  respect- 
ful hearing.  The  faculty  and  the  school  authorities  have  no  sym- 
pathy nor  patience  with  the  idea  that  knowledge  is  to  be  gained 
without  work.  All  experience  is  to  the  ccntraiy,  and  when 
our  pupils  learn  that  success  is  dependent  upon  persistent,  intell- 
gent  effort  they  are  certainly  facing  the  right  direction.  Scholar- 
ship is  something  more  than  a  graduation;  and,  if  the  parents 
would  co-operate  more  fully  with  the  teachers  in  trying  to  impress 
this  truth  upon  their  own  children,  they  would  be  rendering  a 
most  valuable  service  to  the  whole  school.  Let  good  common 
sense  and  experience  be  the  guides  of  all  our  actions,  especially 
in  dealings  with  our  youth,  and  success  and  happiness  will  sure- 
ly follow. 

May  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  principal  of  this  school, 
Mr.  Ralph  C.  Whipple,  for  a  detailed  account  of  what  is  being 
attempted  and  accomplished. 
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MANNING  HIGH  SCHOOL, 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the  work 
of  the  high  school  for  the  past  year. 

In  other  years  1  have  called  to  your  attention  the  nature  of 
the  work  we  are  trying  to  do  in  the  high  school.  I  could  repeat 
much  that  was  included  in  those  previous  reports  that  needs 
more  definite  consideration.  1  will,  however,  mention  just  a  few 
of  those  problems  that  still  confront  the  school. 

Pupils  are  kept  out  of  school  for  no  legitimate  reason.  They 
are  allowed  to  spend  the  evening  in  what  they  consider  pleasure, 
coming  to  school  the  next  morning  tardy,  sleepy,  and  unable  to 
do  the  work  of  which  they  are  normally  capable.  Pupils  capa- 
ble of  preparing  for  college  or  other  higher  institutions  are  dis- 
couraged outside  of  school  from  taking  work  that  prepares  for 
college.  The  college  demands  regular  definite  work  in  a  def- 
inite list  of  subjects,  and  if  we  hope  to  continue  sending  pupils 
to  college,  we  must  continue  to  meet  the  requirements.  Our 
courses  are  outlined  after  careful  study  of  the  demands  upon  us. 
and  it  has  been  definitely  proved  that  the  average  pupil  can 
successfully  carry  four  subjects  a  year,  graduating  in  four  years. 
The  pupils  interested  in  going  beyond  the  high  school  can  do 
work  suitable  for  certification,  but  to  prepare  for  college  or  nor- 
mal school  requires  sacrifice  and  hard  work.  I  sincerely  feel 
that  some  of  our  pupils  capable  of  this  work  are  discouraged  in 
the  home,  or  at  least  not  encouraged  to  do  good  work.  Some 
pupils  do  not  get  their  wTork  done  as  readily  as  others,  and  if  we 
expect  those  pupils  to  make  a  success  wre  must  help  them,  and 
this  help  necessarily  comes  outside  of  school  hours.  I  do  not 
wish  to  complain,  for  even  though  we  have    an    occasional    crit- 
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icism  because  a  pupil  is  kept  after  school  for  work,  I  reaize  that 
with  the  exception  of  a  very  few  case?,  parents  are  ready  to  co- 
operate for  the  best  interest  of  the  pupils  in  the  school. 

In  school,  as  in  the  community  at  large,  there  must  be  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  routine.  Pupils  must  learn  to  think  of  others  as 
well  as  of  themselves;  they  must  learn  to  think  for  themselves 
and  discover  means  of  gaining  the  desired  result.  I  feel  that  our 
pupils  do  show  a  very  decided  gain  in  self-control  and  accom- 
plishment from  year  to  year. 

The  classroom  work  accomplishes  much  in  the  general  de- 
velopment of  the  individual  and,  in  addition,  the  associations, 
brought  about  in  our  athletics,  school  paper,  entertainments,  glee 
club,  commercial  club,  and  other  school  organizations  give  the 
individuals  a  chance  to  discover#special  abilities  in  leader- 
ship. 

I  will  not  go  into  detail  in  regard  to  our  extra  curricula  activ- 
ities, but  I  feel  that  there  has  been  a  very  material  development 
in  our  school  athletic  policy,  and  we  have  maintained,  developed 
and  added  to  our  other  activities. 

School  opened  this  fall  with  an  enrollment  of  253,  and 
since  that  time  two  have  entered  the  school.  The  class  enroll- 
me.it  is  as  follows:  Seniors,  27;  Juniors,  55;  Sophomores,  5  7; 
Freshmen,   1  1  3;    Specials,  3. 

The  number  in  the  senior  class  is  small,  but  we  lost  only 
three  from  last  year's  junior  class,  and  practically  all  of  those 
in  the  three  lower  classes  last  June  returned  this  foil. 

Since  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  five  pupils  have 
left  school;  three  of  those  have  moved  from  town,  and  one  left 
to  attend  a  special  school.  One  unable  to  attend  at  the  opening 
has  recently  entered.  The  spirit  of  the  school  is  good  and  in 
general  the  pupils  are  happy  in  school. 

Even  though  I  realize  my  report  must  be  short,  I  feel  that 
I  must  call  your  attention  to  our  graduates  of    last    year    and  say 
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just  a  word  in  regard  to  those  who   have    gone    cut    in    the   last 
few  years. 

Last  June,  26  were  graduated  and  they  are  engaged  at  pres- 
ent as  follows:

Seventeen  of  the  twenty-six  are  definitely  going  on  with 
their  education,  four  are  making  direct  use  of  the  commercial 
training  in  office  work,  and  I  feel  confident  that  the  remaining 
individuals  of  the  class  are  interested  in  making  some  definite- 
advancement. 

I  enjoy  looking  over  the  lists  of  recent  graduates  and  finding 
in  practically  every  case  that  the  individual  is  making  good  in 
the  line  of  work  he  planned  for  himsely. 

In  general,  the  graduate  of  the  high  school  has  formed 
habits  of  industry,  and  even  though  I  regret  that  any  are  de- 
prived of  a  higher  education  if  fhey  have  the  desire  for  it  I  feel 
that  all  are  profiting  by  their  high  school  experience. 

Many  of  the  recent  graduates  of  the  school  have  visited 
us,  and  I  assure  you  the  kind  things  they  say  encourage  us  to  go 
on  as  nothing  else  can.  It  is  a  pleasure,  too,  to  talk  with  pupils 
who  have  moved  from  town  and  come  back  to  call  on  us.  I 
find  for  the  most  part  that  pupils  are  getting  about  llie  same 
credit  for  their  work  in  the  new  school  as  they  got  here. 

In  general,  our  salaries  are  lower  than  teachers'  salaries  in 
other  schools  and  we  necessarily  suffer  for  it.  School  opened 
this  year  with  three  teachers  new  to  the  work  of  Ipswich,  and 
this  means  that  some  time  is  needed  for  adjustment.  I  do  not 
feel  that  it  is  economy  to  keep  our  salaries  so  low  that  it  is 
necessary  to  replace  experienced  teachers  by  less  experienced 
teachers  each  year. 

In  spite  of  the  handicap  in  starting  the  year  with  one  third 
of  the  teaching  force  new  lo  Ipswich,  I  feel  that  we  were  fortun- 
ate in  securing  the  services  of  those  who  are  so  readily  adjusting 
themselves  to  our  conditions.

It  is  ne  only  to  indicate   the    number  of   our  teachers 

who  are  taking  advanced  work  both  in  their  subjects  and  in 
general  school  problems.  Mrs.  Lord  and  Miss  Martin  spent 
their  summer  in  study  at  Bates  College,  and  the  following  are 
taking  courses  at  the  present  time:  Mis?  Blodgett.  Miss  Allen. 
Miss  Catherine  Brown.  Miss  Damon.  Miss  Martin,  and  M 
Erma  Brown. 

I  leel  that  our  teachers  are  making  even*  effort  possible  to 
help  the  pupils  in  school,  and  even  though  we  sometimes  make 
demands  upon  the  pupils  that  seem  unfair,  I  think  in  most 
cases  a  close  study  of  all  sides  of  the  question  will  show  an 
effort  to  help  the  individual  pupil. 

We  have  255  individual  pupils  to  deal  with,  and  these  indi- 
viduals have  come  from  nearly  as  many  different  homes. 

We  can  not  expect  and  do  not  want  them  all  to  meet  their 
problems  in  the  same  way.  but  it  does  seem  very  necessary  for 
them  all  to  learn  that  each  is  a  part  of  an  organization  in  school 

D  the  community  at  large    and    must   enter    into    the 
things  that  are  for  the  good  of  the  ma 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
helpful  interest  shown  in  the  school  by  parents  and  friends. 
Please  accept  my  thanks  for  your  sincere  advice  and  consider- 
ation of  our  school  problems.

Ipswich,  Mass., 
Dear  Sir: — 

1  hereby  submit  a  very  brief  report  of  the  Junior  High 
School. 

Our  enrollment  this  year  has  again  increased  notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  nearly  one  hundred  pupils  received  diplomas 
at  the  graduation  in  June.  Of  this  number  thirty  boys  and  girls 
were  promoted  into  the  Senior  High  school  in  February  at  the 
close  of  the  second  quarter.  During  the  first  two  quarters  these 
pupils  did  extra  work,  thereby  covering  most  of  the  work  out- 
lined for  the  year. 

Many  of  our  pupils  have  not  formed  the  reading  habit, 
order  to  inculcate  this  habit,  reading   table    has    been    placed  in 
one  of  the  eighth  grade  rooms,  where    the    English   teacher   has 
charge.  Books     have     been      donated    by    friends,  and  a  set 

of  fifteen  volumes  of    the    "World's  Story"    has   been  purchased 
by  the  school.     Our  library  is  growing  slowly. 

The  first  two  months  of  the  present  school  year  we  received 
the  assistance  of  a  teacher  whose  duty  it  was  to  help  the  boys 
and  girls  who,  through  absence  or  other  cause  were  behind  in 
their  studies.  This  plan  did  not  work  ou^  as  well  as  antici- 
pated, because  of  the  lack  of  a  recitation  room  where  these 
pupils  with  their  teacher  might  work  by  themselves.  Accord- 
ingly the  teacher  was  called  to  another  school. 

Physical  training  is  conducted  on  the  same  general  prin- 
ciples as  in  former  years.      During  the  fall  term    the  Junior  High 
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girls  have  very  much  enjoyed  basketball  in  the  yard  after  school. 

The  opening  of  schools  for  an  evening  session  during 
educational  week,  proved  as  much  a  success  this  year  as  it  did 
last,  judging  from  the  number  of  parents  and  friends  who 
visited  during  the  evening.  During  the  year  many  parents  have 
visited  our  schools  quite  regularly.  This  interest  shown  in  our 
schools  has  been  a  source  of  satisfaction  and  encouragement 
as  well  as  pleasure  to  teachers  and  pupils  alike. 

Our  graduation  exercises  in  June  consisted  of  the  drama- 
tization of  Longfellow's  poem,  "Evangeline",  together  with 
several  musical  selections.  For  the  success  of  the  graduation 
play  too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  the  eighth  grade 
English  teacher  who  gave  much  of  her  time  and  energy  to  the 
preparation    of    the   play. 

Through  the  generosity  and  goodwill  of  many  of  our 
public-spirited  citizens,  the  boys  and  girls  have  enjoyed  several 
good  times  this  past  year. 

Many  of  our  boys  were  royally  entertained  at  dinner  by 
members  of  the  Rotary  Club.  Last  Spring  this  same  club  made 
it  possible  for  most  of  our  boys  to  enjoy  a  very  interesting 
trip  to  Boston.  In  the  boys'  parade  held  the  same  week  our 
boys  won  a  prize  of  ten  dollars  which  helped  very  much  in 
the  purchase  of  Victrola  records  for  the  school. 

The  Rotary  Club  was  especially  interested  in  the  boys,  but 
the  ladies  of  the  "Nature  Club"  manifested  their  interest  in  the 
girls.  To  them  the  girls  are  indebted  for  their  delightful  and 
instructive  visit  to  Boston. 

On  the  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Florence  Nightingale 
the      eighth      grade       pupils       were       invited  to      visit      the 

Cable  Memorial  Hospital.  Generous  friends  again  loaned  their 
automobiles  to  convey  the  pupils.  Miss  White,  the  efficient 
superintendent  of  the  hospital  guided  them  in  a  tour  of  the 
building,  explaining  many  things  to  them.     At  school  the  pupils 
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wrote  a  story  of  their  visit,  The  writer  of  the  story  best 
describing  this  visit  received  a  prize  of  five  dollars  which  was 
donated  by. another  kind  friend  of  the  pupils. 

The  Problem-project  method  has  been  used  to  a  great 
extent  in  all  our  teaching  this  year.  In  connection  with  this 
method  the  teachers  make  much  use  of  the  socialized  recitation. 

At  the  end  of  the  school  year  a  field  day  and  an  exhibition 
day  are  held.  The  work  presented  on  these  days  is  not 
especially  prepared  for  the  occasion. 

The  exercises  and  dances  on  Field  Day  are  selected  from 
those  taught  and  developed  during  the  year.  This  is  also  true 
as  regards  the  exhibition  work.  Each  teacher  sends  to  the 
principal  once  a  month  sets  of  papers  covering  the  work  taught 
during  the  month  in  the  various  subjects.  These  papers  are 
kept  until  the  day  of  the  exhibition. 

In  closing,  allow  me  to  state  that  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we 
have  been  very  much  hampered  for  the  want  of  a  recitation 
room,  the  regular  work  of  the  school  has  steadily  progressed 
under  our  efficient  teachers.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  primary  function  of  this  department  is  to  promote  and 
conserve  the  health  of  the  children  in  our  schools.  There  are 
many  problems  to  be  met,  and  many  angles  of  approach  to 
these  problems,  so  that  constant  thought  and  study  are  neces- 
sary to  produce  results. 

It  is  only  by  comparing  health  conditions  of  today  with 
those  of  years  ago  that  one  is  able  to  realize  how  much  higher 
the  general  standard  of  public  health  is  than  it  was  a  decade 
ago  This  higher  standard  which  is  general  throughout  the 
country  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  work  done  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  and  by  other  agencies,  Federal,  State  and  Munici- 
pal; and  in  the  latter  the  work  in  the  public  school  stands  first. 

Ipswich  has  an  enrollment  of  more  than  fourteen  hundred 
and  fifty  in  her  schools.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  her  population 
wtihin  the  school  age,  6  to  2  I  years,  exceeds  2000.  The  popu- 
lation of  the  town  probably  exceeds  6500.  There  were  95 
deaths  in  1924  Eighteen  of  these  were  under  one  year  of  age. 
There  were  only  four  deaths  among  persons  of  school  age,  two 
of  these  were  due  to  accident,  and  two  to  distase.  These 
figures  are  taken  from  the  vital  statistics  records  cf  the  town 
and  are  correct.      Do  they  show  something? 
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The  work  accomplished  by  the  Dental  clinic  has  been  of 
great  value  in  a  health  way.  Much  has  been  done  also  for  the 
children  as  a  result  of  notices  sent  to  parents  calling  attention 
to  defects  that  were  revealed  by  the  physical  examinations. 
This  department  appreciates  the  spirit  of  co-operation  that  has 
been  shown  by  parents  and  guardians. 

The  milk  that  is  furnished  daily  to  many  of  the  children  has 
had  an  important  bearing  on  the  general  health. 

Physical  training  and  athletics  have  both  done  their  part  in 
the  practical  working  out  of  these  health  problems.  The  phy- 
sical training  is  now  well  standardized;  but  it  is  my  belief  that 
athletics  should  be  more  strongly  featured  and  developed.  The 
town  would  be  wise  to  make  a  liberal  appropriation  for  such 
development. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  the   school    nurse    which 
shows  in  detail  what  has  been  done  by  the  department.

The  work  for  the  most  part  since  September,  1924,  has 
been  carried  on  as  it  was  last  year.  A  few  changes,  however, 
have  been  made. 

The  work  in  sewing  has  been  planned  to  teach  the  funda- 
mental construction  stitches  and  their  uses  on  simple  garments 
which  the  children  make  for  themselves.  Simple  decorative 
stitches,  pleasing  color  combinations  and  a  knowledge  of  the 
common  fabrics  used  for  various  garments  are  taught.  Under, 
wear,  dresses,  blouses,  and  jackets  have  been  made. 

In  cooking  the  aim  is  to  teach  meal  planning,  proper  food 
combinations,  table  setting  and  preparation  of  meals  for  a  family  t 
The  breakfast  has  already  been  served.      Now    we    are   working 
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on  a  supper  menu  and  next  term  we  are  going  to  serve  a  dinner. 
Later  lessons  in  bread  making  and  meats  are  to  be  given. 

The  interest  shown  by  the  Junior  High  pupils  and  the  prog- 
ress that  they  have  made  so  far  this  year  is  indeed  gratifying. 
The  interest  of  the  younger  girls  in  the  sixth  grades  is  encour- 
aging. 

Something  should  be  done,  however,  to  stimulate  interest 
in  Domestic  Science  in  the  High  School.  The  girls  enrolled  are 
doing  very  good  work  for  the  most  part,  but  a  very  small  per- 
centage of  the  Freshman  class  has  elected  Domestic  Arts. 

It  would  be  well  to  add  to  the  equipment  of  the  Domestic 
Science  room.  There  are  desks  for  sixteen  girls,  while  we  have 
21  in  one  of  the  cooking  classes.  There  are  only  three  sewing 
machines  while  some  of  the  classes  have  an  enrollment  of 
of  thirty  pupils.  With  more  equipment  better  results  and  more 
work  could  be  accomplished. 

I  conclusion,  1  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Horton,  Mr.  Tozer  and 
Miss  Sullivan  for  their  interest  and  help.

MANUAL  TRAINING. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Ipswich,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir: 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term,  it  has  been  my  defin- 
ite object  to  show  the  pupils  the  direct  connection  between  men- 
tal and  manual  labor,  and  the  application  of  the  subjects  of 
arithmetic,  drawing,  etc.,  which  are  taught  in  the  grades,  to  the 
training  in  this  department. 
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I  have  insisted  strongly  upon  the  carrying  out  in  detail  of 
the  instructions  given  to  the  pupils.  Every  pupil  has  a  definite 
outline  to  follow  in  every  project  he  works  out  If  this  outline  is 
followed  accurately,  there  is  practically  no  waste  of  time  or  ma- 
terial. 

In  order  to  make  the  work  more  interesting  to  the  pupils,  I 
have  tried  as  far  as  possible  to  make  the  work  individual.  This 
gives  the  fast  and  accurate  worker  an  opportunity  to  progress 
more  rapidly  and  with  more  understanding  of  the  work  than  he 
could  otherwise  obtain. 

In  doing  this,  it  has  been  necessary  to  allow  some  of  the 
boys  to  do  larger  problems  which  require  considerable  material, 
and  harder  woods  of  greater  value.  The  cost  of  material  in  this 
case  is  partly  defrayed  by  the  pupil. 

The  enrollment  of  pupils  in  this  department  this  year  far 
exceeds  that  of  any  previous  year.  There  are  now  two  hundred 
and  eleven  boys  and  six  girls  enrolled.  Due  to  such  large  class- 
es, our  classroom  is  entirely  too  small  to  answer  the  purposes, 
and  our  tool  supply  is  inadequate.  We  have  bench  room  for 
twenty-four  pupils  and  tools  for  about  sixteen.  Some  of  the 
classes  are  over  thirty  in  number. 

There  is  also  need  for  better  lighting  and  heating  facilities. 
The  classroom  is  quite  dark  except  for  awhile  in  the  afternoon, 
and  for  the  past  month  it,  has  been  quite  uncommon  for  the 
thermometer  to  go  higher  than  50  degrees. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  say  that  I  am  satisfied  with  the  interest 
that  the  pupils  as  a  whole  are  showing,  and  hope  that  they  will 
keep  up  their  good  work.  The  fathers  and  mothers  of  the  town 
have  just  cause  to  feel  proud  of  the  boys,  and  I  will  do  every- 
thing within  my  power  to  make  them  reliable  and  trustworthy 
workmen,  so  that  they  will  in  future  years  be  better  men  and 
better  citizens.  Respectfully,

PARENT-TEACHER    ASSOCIATION. 


When  this  organization  was  first  mentioned  as  a  possibility, 
I  must  confess  to  a  feeling  of  no  small  degree  of  apprehension 
as  to  the  line  of  action  it  intended  to  pursue.  We  had  had 
some  experience  with  community  workers  that  was  far  from 
satisfactory  or  agreeable,  and  we  had  come  to  the  point  where 
we  desired  assurance  doubly  assured.  Moreover,  we  had  been 
warned  by  those  who  had  not  been  favorably  impressed  by  an 
actual  experimental  knowledge  of  Parent-Teacher  Associations, 
and  we  were  skeptical  about  the  matter. 

It  was  not  until  many  conferences  with  the  now  acting 
president,  and  much  studying  of  by-laws,  the  aims,  and  purposes 
of  the  organization,  etc.,  that  my  fears  were  allayed. 

It  is  the  unwritten  law  of  the  organization  not  to  interfere 
with  the  administration  of  school  affairs,  and  in  the  degree  in 
which  this  fundamental  principle  of  the  order  is  either  ignored 
or  conscientiously  observed,  in  a  like  degree  do  its  activities 
become  either  an  intolerable  nuisance  or  a  most  beneficent 
agency  in  the  work  of  community  uplift  and  welfare.  Whether 
or  not  it  has  given  a  good  account  of  itself,  shall  be  left  to  your 
decision,  when  we  have  set  down  some  of  the  things  it  has 
undertaken  and  accomplished.  It  asks  for  judgment  by  no 
other  standard  save  works  alone. 

The  first  thing  attempted  was  to  provide  some  one'to  lead 
the  activities  of  the  playgrounds  during  the  summer  vacation. 
Most  fortunately  the  selection  was  made  of  Miss  Helen  Hum- 
phreys, who,  though  young  in  years,  possessed  all  the  qualities 
of  leadership  in  a  remarkable  degree.  She  was  vigorous,  quietly 
enthusiastic,  undemonstrative  but  forceful.  She  studied  her 
problem  from  every  angle,  and  made  herself    complete   mistress 
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of  the  situation.  Rarely,  or  never  before,  have  I  seen  such 
evidence  of  tact,  resourcefulness,  and  clear  cool  judgment  in 
one  of  so  few  years.  And  above  all,  she  worked  with  that 
singleness  of  mind  and  purpose  that  was  as  noticeable  as  it 
was  refreshing. 

Her  work  was  with  the  children,  and  for  them  alone.  No 
attempt  at  display  or  publicity  was  ever  shown.  The  selection 
of  her  playgrounds  was  conditioned  upon  but  two  things  —  the 
fitness  of  the  location  and  the  comfort  of  the  children.  The 
membership  of  her  classes  averaged  high  throughout  the  season, 
and  the  children  grew  strong,  vigorous  and  happy.  We  were 
all  sorry  when  the  season  ended,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that 
Miss  Humphreys'  services  may  be  secured  for  another  year. 

The  Association  has  held  several  meetings  or  conferences 
during  the  year,  and  a  definite  plan  of  action  has  been  settled 
upon.  In  addition  to  meeting  and  becoming  acquainted  with 
the  local  teachers,  an  effort  .has  been  made  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  mothers  of  the  children  in  our  schools.  These 
meetings  have  been  held  in  the  Town  Hall  and  the  attendance 
has  been  very  gratifying  indeed.  Considerable  progress,  too, 
has  been  made  in  securing  new  members  from  the  foreign  moth- 
ers, who  are  now  taking  a  deeper  interest  in  educational  affairs 
and  manifesting  a  stronger  desire  for  social  recognition.  It  is  a 
question  of  time  only  when  these  people  will  be  in  the  ascend- 
ancy, numerically;  and  this  coming  together  where  an  exchange 
of  ideas  and  where  the  personal  and  sympathetic  touch  may  be 
had,  will  do  much  to  give  them  our  point  of  view  and  familiarize 
them  with  the  spirit  of  our  institutions.  This  feature  of  the  work 
of  the  Association  alone  is  of  tremendous  importance  to  the  fu- 
ture of  this  community,  and  can  be  measured  only  when  con- 
ditions directly  opposite  to  this  procedure  are  taken  into  the 
comparison. 
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In  future  gatherings  of  this  kind,  it  is  proposed  to  employ 
an  interpreter  so  that  these  people  will  not  be  obliged  to  listen 
to  a  program  rendered  in  an  unknown  tongue. 

In  addition  to  these  pageants  of  nations  the  association  has 
been  instrumental  in  securing  the  services  of  one  of  the  finest 
musical  combinations  in  the  whole  country — the  Schubert  Club. 
This  group  of  artists  is  directed  by  Mr.  Edward  MacArthur, 
who,  formerly  was  the  supervisor  of  music  in  our  public  schools 
and  is  a  brother  of  Dr.  George  E.  MacArthur,  our  school  physi- 
cian. Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  program  presented,  nor 
of  the  perfect  rendition  of  each  number  under  the  masterly 
leadership  of  the  director.  His  power  to  control  the  expression 
of  every  varying  phase  of  his  compositions  is  simply  wonderful, 
and  Ipswich  is  to  be  congratulated  that  such  a  rare  musical  treat 
was  made  possible  through  the  efforts  of  this  organization.  It 
is  proposed  to  make  the  visits  of  the  Schubert  Club  a  perman- 
ent feature  in  the  work  of  building  up  a  deeper  sense  of  music 
appreciation,  and  it  is  hoped  that  we  may  have  them  with  us 
once  or  twice  each  season. 

Nor  are  the  activities  of  the  association  confined  to  music 
alone  as  a  subsidiary  educational  agency.  The  moving  picture 
has  been  requisitioned  to  exhibit  some  of  the  finest  historical 
films  the  country  affords.  Robin  Hood,  Lincoln,  and  America 
have  been  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  pupils  in  the  schools  as 
well  as  for  mixed  audiences.  Through  the  co-operation  of  Mr. 
Bragdon,  the  rates  for  the  children's  matinees  have  been 
brought  within  the  reach  of  all,  and  an  opportunity  of  great 
historic  and  educational  value  has  been  presented  to  our  schools. 

The  Association  has  undertaken  the  distribution  of  crackers 
and  free  milk,  and  also  of  flowering  bulbs.  Each  child  is 
given  a  half-dozen  bulbs  of  various  kinds,  and  is  instructed 
how  to  plant  and  care  for  them  until  they  bloom.  One-half  of 
these  flowers  are  to  be  retained  in  the  schoolroom  of     which  the 
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child  is  a  member  and  the  other  half  of  them  are  sent  to  the 
-hospital  to  give  cheer  and  comfort  to  the  sick.  This  is  an  excel- 
lent training  in  social  service,  and  is  bound  to  be  reflected  in  an 
•enlarged  vision  and  a  deeper  sympathy,  that  will  manifest  them- 
selves in  lines  of  upright  conduct  and  character. 

A>s  the  result  of  a  lecture  by  a  lady  from  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation who  has  charge  of  the  development  of  libraries  in  the 
public  schools,  a  reading  table  was  installed  in  the  English  room 
of  the  Junior  High  School,  under  to  charge  of  Miss  Abby  Smith. 
Contributions  of  books,  magazines,  and  papers  have  been  so 
generous  that  the  table  has  been  actually  loaded  with  these  gifts. 
This  furnishes  an  opportunity  and  an  incentive  at  one  and  the 
same  time.  Children  who  have  completed  their  work  for  the 
period,  go  to  the  table,  select  a  book,  and  read  and  report  on  the 
article  selected.  The  reading  habit  is  thereby  acquired  and  the 
taste  for  good,  wholesome  literature  is  established. 

The  schools  need  more  tables  and  more  books,  and  to  se- 
cure these  a  rummage  sale  has  been  conducted  by  the  members 
of  the  association  with  a  fair  degree  of  success.  In  furtherance 
of  this  idea,  an  exhibition  by  the  Venetian  Glass  Blowers  has 
been  planned  for  the  near  future.  This  will  be  an  exceedingly 
interesting  and  instructive  exhibition  of  working  in  glass,  and 
should  it  receive  the  patronage  it  deserves,  the  funds  for  library 
books  for  the  schools  will  be  measurably  increased. 

There  are  other  features  of  the  Association  program  that 
might  be  mentioned,  but  we  prefer  to  wait  until  these  are  near- 
er materialization  before  announcements  are  made. 
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NIGHT    SCHOOL. 


The  night  school  did  not  re-open  in  October,  as  in  other 
years,  as  we  were  without  funds.  The  work  in  Americanization 
has  been  interrupted  and  it  will  require  some  little  time  and  ef- 
fort to  regain  the  lost  ground. 

Few  communities  have  so  heavy  and  varied  an  educational 
program     as    has    this     of     ours.  When   you    consider    the 

scope  of  the  work  that  should  be  undertaken  and  accomplished 
by  our  educational  department,  as  a  measure  of  local  security 
and  peace,  it  would  seem  that  no  time  should  be  lost  in  the  pros- 
ecution of  this  work.  I  have  already  tried  to  point  out,  in  the 
opening  pages  of  this  report,  the  chaacter  and  size  of  the  task 
that  confronts  us.  If  the  town  fails  or  refuses  to  act  in  accord- 
ance with  the  recommendations  of  its  school  committee  in  ref- 
erence to  this  matter,  then  the  Town  itself  must  assume  the 
responsibility  of  its  acts,  or  its  neglect  to  act.  It  is  a  question  that 
is  becoming  more  important  each  year,  and  the  longer  its  settle- 
ment is  delayed,  the  more  difficult  its  accomplishment  will  be- 
come. As  1  have  said  before,  it  is  a  work  of  such  tremendous 
size  and  importance  that  every  organization  in  the  community 
should  co-operate  with  the  school  authorities  and  have  a  part  in 
the  undertaking. 

There  is  another  class  of  people  who  deserve  consideration  in 
this  connection,  and  that  is  a  considerable  group  of  young  people, 
who,  from  economic  necessity,  were  obliged  to  leave  the  high 
school  before  completing  the  course.  They  now  see  the  error 
of  their  ways,  and  desire  to  redeem  the  past  if  an  opportunity  be 
given  them.     They  realize  now  as  they  did    not    earlier,  that  too 
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many  doors  are  closed  to  them  by  reason  of  the  lack  of  a  high 
school  diploma.  They  are  ambitious  and  worthy  of  our  confi- 
dence as  to  the  sincerity  of  their  purposes.  They  are  obliged  to 
work  during  the  day,  but  they  realize  that  if  this  opportunity  for 
further  study  is  denied  them,  that  their  advancement  in  life  will 
be  most  seriously  retarded  if  not  ended  altogether.  I  sincerely 
hope  that  this  class,  too,  may  receive  sufficient  consideration  at 
your  hands  to  enable  these  young  people  to  realize  their  hopes 
to  the  fullest  extent.  We  need  a  large  evening  school  if  we  in- 
tend to  meet  the  educational  requirements  of  this  large  and  wor- 
thy group  of  people. 


IN  GENERAL. 


We  were  admonished  to  make  this  report  as  short  as  possi- 
ble, without  omitting  any  materially  important  phase  of  school 
work.  The  omissions  will  be  many,  and  the  report  will  not  be 
short. 

In  reference  to  the  elementary  schools,  let  me  say  that  their 
work  and  their  efficiency  has  been  greatly  impaired  by  the 
change  of  teachers  and  the  lack  of  books  and  other  supplies. 
During  the  months  of  November  and  December  hardly  any  sup- 
plies or  books  were  ordered.  The  schools  scraped  along  with 
such  supplies  as  we  could  dig  out  of  closets  and  stock  rooms, 
most  of  it  old,  dirty,  and  iil-adapted  to  the  purposes  it  pretend- 
ed to  fill.  Books,  especially  reading  books  and  histories,  were 
insufficient  in  number  and  either  too    high    or   too    low    for    the 
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grade  in  which  we  were  obliged  to  place  them.  Lnder  such 
conditions  the  best  work  could  not  be  expected  and  we  were  not 
disappointed  as  to  our  expectations.  Prince  the  first  of  the  new 
year  we  have  tried  to  supply  these  needs  more  promptly,  and 
things  have  taken  a  slight  turn  for  the  better. 

There  is  one  phase  of  our  school  work  that  calls  positively 
for  consideration  and  improvement.  And  that  is  the  unneces- 
sary amount  of  tardiness  and  absence.  This  is  not  the  fault  of 
the  teacher  ncr  of  the  school.  It  is  the  fault  of  the  parents.  Chil- 
dren who  leave  home  in  season  may  frequently  loiter  on  the  way 
and  be  late.  But  this  habit  does  not  account  for.  nor  cover,  a 
majority  of  the  cases.  Children  do  not  leave  home  early  enough 
and,  as  a  consequence,  are  late,  sometimes  nearly  even-  morn- 
ing. 

If  the  child  is  sent  home  for  an  excuse,  then  the  parent  com- 
plains and  accuses  the  teacher  of  partiality,  or  lack  of  judgment. 
or  spite,  or  some  other  unreasonable  and  senseless  thing. 

In  every  such  case  the  child  suffers  a  decided  and  positive 
loss,  both  in  interest  in  his  schoolwork  and  in  that  training  in 
promptness  and  punctuality  which  is  the  best  guaranty  of  his 
success  in  life.  The  same  is  true  of  absence  The  child  is  al- 
lowed to  remain  at  home  on  the  slightest  pretext.  He  thought 
he  heard  the  whistle  blow,  or  it  was  cold,  or  hot.  or  he  wasn't 
feeling  well,  or  someone  was  going  out  of  town  and  he  wanted 
to  go  with  them.  ^orr.etimes  he  feigrs  sickness  the  duration  of 
which  is  limited  to  about  an  rour  or  less  after  school  begins, 
ess  to  say  that  recovery  in  such  cases  are  rapid  and  com- 
plete. It  is  one  of  the  child's  most  powerful  agencies  for  gaining 
eel  ends,  and  he  knows  how  to  use  it  to  perfection.  In 
fact,  works  it  overtime. 

I  am  not  writing  these  things  tor  the  sake     of    finding    fault. 

I  condemn  fault-finding.       It  is  an    app   al    for  a  broader  view,  a 

r.er  cor.-  d   wiser  settlement  of    this  very  vital    sub- 
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ject,  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  facts  before  us.  It  is  of  the 
boy  I  am  thinking;  o£  his  welfare  and  his  chances  of  success;  of 
his  ability  to  stand  among  men  and  to  consider  himself  the 
equal  of  his  fellows.  And    such    eminence    has    never    been 

gained  from  habits  of  shiftlessness.  Success  in  life  grows  out  of 
the  exercise  of  right  habits— punctuality,  promptness,  depend- 
ability, honesty,  character.  There  is  no  other  road,  be  not  de- 
ceived. 

In  too  many  instances  such  children  leave  school  as  soon  as 
the  lav/  permits,  take  up  with  any  blind-alley  job,  and  finally 
graduate  to  the  street  corner.  Some  of  them  start  on  a  dozen 
different  jobs  within  twelve  months'  time. 

But  the  regretable  part  cf  the  story  remains  to  be  told.  Af- 
ter some  years  have  elapsed  some  of  them  come  back  to  the  of- 
*  fice  seeking  advice  and  counsel  for    the  future.  It  is  pitiful  to 

witness  their  disappointment  when  they  learn  how  little  our 
schools  can  do  for  them  at  such  times.  They  fit  in  nowhere; 
they  are  too  old  to  re-enter  the  grades  they  left  and  are'incapable 
of  taking  advanced  work.  There  are  no  evening  classes,  and  in 
spite  of  all  our  efforts  to  console  them,  they  leave  the  office  dis- 
couraged and  depressed. 

I  have  dwelt  at  length  on  this  topic  because  I  believe  that 
the  number  of  misfits  in  the  community  could  be  greatly  reduced 
if  more  attention  were  paid  to  the  initial  causes.  If  more  effort 
were  directed  towards  the  formation  of  right  habits  of  punctual- 
ly, and  promptness,  there  would  be  less  of  disappointment  to 
the  child  and  to  the  parents.  It  is  almost  wholly  a  matter  of 
right  training. 

Whether  this  word  of  warning  will  be  able  to  influence  a 
single  individual  or  not,  I  cannot  say.  But  we  reap  as  we  sow; 
if  we  build  for  success  and  happiness  by  rigidly  and  persistently 
holding  to  the  right  course,  then  these  may  be  realized.  In  a  large 
sense  we  are  the  captains  of  our  souls  and  of  our  destinies. 
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The  supervisor  of  penmanship  and  the  drawing  teachers 
reports  are  condensed  into  a  fewr  short  statements  in  reference 
to  their  work. 

As  to  the  first  named  person,  let  it  be  said  that  the  charac- 
ter or  the  results  of  her  work  have  never  been  successfully  chall- 
enged. She  is  doing  more  this  year  than  ever  before  and  is 
bringing  all  the  schools  up  to  a  higher  standard.  The  work  in 
her  own  school  is  the  best  in  the  Town — and  especially  do  I 
commend  the  writing  found  in  Miss  Charles'  room— third  grade. 
If  all  the  grade  teachers  wrould  co-operate  with  the  supervisor  in 
her  efforts  to  maintain  correct  position  and  the  proper  manner 
of  holding  the  pen  during  every  rvrittten  exercise,  the  quality  of  the 
work,  especially  in  the  upper  grades,  would  be  materially  im- 
proved. 

The  supervisor  of  drawing,  Miss  Hosmer,  came  to  us  in  Sep- 
tember. While  it  is  too  early  to  give  a  final  estimate  to  her  work, 
it  must  be  said  that  she  is  well  liked  by  both  teachers  and  pupils 
and  ae  yet,  no  complaints  as  to  discipline  have  been  received. 

She  is  industrious,  prompt  in  her  schedule  assignments,  and 
throws  a  great  deal  of  energy  into  her  work.  Hardly  ever  have 
we  had  anyone  who  was  more  willing  to  co-operate  with  the 
teachers  in  correlating  the  work  of  the  several  departments.  So 
far,  too,  her  work  has  been  of  the  more  practical  type;  and  had 
we  more  time  and  more  room,  she  would  be  able  to  give  satisfac- 
tory evidence  as  to  the  character  of  her  work.  The  schools  are 
larger  now  and  the  time  she  is  with  us— three  days  each  week  — 
should  be  extended  to  four  days,  or  better  still,  to  full  time. 

The  report  of  the  School  Ground  Improvement  Association, 
with  one  or  two  exceptions,  will  be  confined  almost  w-holly  to 
the  financial  statement  to  be  found  on  another  page. 

These  exceptions  are,  first,  the  opportunity  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  teachers  who  had  charge  of  all 
the  Field  Dav  exercises,  and  to  thank  Mr.  Oscar    Ewing    and   his 
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associates  for  the  admirable  service  rendered  in  judging  the 
contests  and  awarding  pr'zes.  Included  in  this  list,  also,  should 
be  thoss  ladies  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Fred  Nason  who 
managed  the  affairs  of  the  sales-tables  so  successfully  that  a  very 
respectable  sum  was  placed  to  the  rigth  side  of  our  bank  ac- 
count. Let  me  say  that  our  Field  Day  activities  are  the  only 
source  from  which  our  income  is  derived. 

And  second,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  personal  indebted- 
ness to  Mr.  Francis  Wade  for  financial  favors  shown  in  the  pur- 
chase of  trees  and  shrubs,  and  for  his  personal  care  in  selecting 
and  planting  the  same.  The  continuance  of  his  policy  and  plan 
for  beautifying  our  school  grounds  should  become  agreeably  no- 
ticeable within  the  next  few  years. 

Another  exception  that  should  have  mention  here  is  the  gift 
of  gravel  and  free  loading  of  the  same  that  were  contributed  by 
Mr.  Ralph  W.  Burnham,  the  chairman  of  the  School  Committee. 
The  one  hundred  thirty  odd  loads  of  this  material  assisted  ma- 
terially in  grading  the  playground  connected  with  the  Burley 
School,  and  one  or  two  more  such  contributions  would  nearly 
complete  this  work.  The  gift  of  two  or  three  large  curb-stones 
should  be  included  in  Mr.  Burnham's  contributions. 

Let  me  say  in  passing  that  the  exercises  of  the  day  were  of 
a  high  order  of  merit,  and  that  the  setting-up  exercises  of  the 
junior  High  were  the  best  I  have  ever  seen  anywhere. 

The  School  Milk  Fund  comes  under  the  same  stricture  or 
limitations  as  the  preceding.  But  the  generosity  of  friends  and 
friendly  organizations  make  it  possible  to  add  something  cheer- 
ing to  the  depleted  financial  statement  to  be  found  on  another 
page. 

Since  that  account  was  balanced  several  contributions  have 
been  made  which  insures  the  continuance  of  this  necessary  and 
beneficent  feature  of  our  school  work.  It  is  impossible  at  this 
writing  to  give  a  complete  list  of  the  contributors;    therefore  that 
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information  must  be  postponed  to  some  future  time. 

But  it  should  be  more  generally  known  how  we  go  about 
this  work  of  distribution,  and  how  we  distinguish  the  indigent 
and  needy  from  those  whose  parents  are  abundantly  able  to  pay 
for  their  milk  supplies.  In  the  first  place  the  room  teacher  con- 
jointly with  the  principal  and  the  school  nurse  make  a  list  of 
those  pupils  whose  proper  physical  development  demands  extra 
feeding.  This  list  is  then  taken  by  the  school  nurse  and  is  most 
carefully  scrutinized  in  reference  to  the  home  conditions  of  eacFn 
pupil  and  the  ability  of  the  parents  to  pay  for  the  milk  suppKed. 

By  this  method  no  one  is  denied,  neither  is  anyone  having 
the  ability  to  pay,  allowed  to  get  milk  without  paying  for  it. 
Again,  whenever  the  financial  ability  of  the  families  having  free 
milk  improves  sufficiently,  such  pupils  are  dropped  from  the  iree 
list,  and  transferred  to  the  pay  list,  and  vice  versa.  These  con- 
ditions are  watched  pretty  closely,  and  the  lists  are  under  the 
constant  revision  of  the  school  nurse  and  the  room  teacher.  At 
the  end  of  each  month  the  principals  of  the  various  schools  send 
me  the  free  milk  account  of  their  respective  schools:  these  are 
checked  up  with  the  bill  rendered,  and  if  found  to  agree,  a  check 
is  given  in  payment.  The  bank  book  and  the  return  checks  to- 
gether with  the  receipted  bills  are  my  vouchers,  and  so  far  we 
had  little  or  no  difficulty  in  administering  the  affairs  of  this  hu- 
mane undertaking. 

Although  saving  of  space  is  a  major. consideration  in  writing 
this  report,  I  cannot  refrain  fiom  adding  my  word  of  genuine 
disapproval  of  the  very  mechanical  and  meager  report  sub- 
mitted by  the  school  nurse.  With  her  advanced  and  noble 
ideals  of  service  and  the  purpose  to  let  her  works  alone  speak 
for  her,  I  am  in  full  accord  and  sympathy ;  but  when  she  goes  so 
far  in  her  determination  to  "Let  another  man  praise  her  and  not 
her  own  lips," — to  the  extremity  that  she  has  gone  in  this  in- 
stance,— then  I  desire  to  be  that  other  man.       I  must  criticise  her 
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report— with  all  respect  and  honor  to  herself — as  a  meager  tran- 
_  script  of  what  would  seem  to  be  a  very  cold,  barren,  perfunctory 
statement  or  record  of  facts. 

But  such  is  not  the  whole  truth.  It  fails  to  do  her  justice ;  in 
fact,  it  is  a  gross  injustice.  Every  teacher  in  the  whole  school 
system  will  bear  me  out  in  this  statement.  Hundreds  upon  hun- 
dreds of  people  in  this  town  would  discredit  me  were  I  to  allow 
;  such  a  self-effacing  document  to  go  unchallenged.  Every  shred 
•of  my  self-respect,  every  atom  of  my  sense  of  moral  obligation 
to  what  is  right  and  just  and  good,  would  forsake  me  did  I  not 
insist  upon  a  fairer  and  truer  statement  of  her  work  and 
recognized  worth  in  this  community.  The  half  cannot  be  told. 
Instead  of  hiding  her  candle  under  a  bushel,  she  should  place  it 
upon  a  candlestick  where  it  may  shine  and  encourage  others  to 
follow  her  example.  1  want  the  schools,  too,  to  partake,  in  some 
slight  measure  at  least,  of  that  public  appreciation,  that  fulness 
of  joy  that  comes  with  the  consciousness  of  duty  well  done,  that 
inspires  and  points  the  way  to  nobler  service. 

I  might  write  pages  in  commendation  of  her  work  in  con- 
nection with  thd  schools  alone.  But  a  single  instance  will  suf- 
fice. Last  summer  this  community  was  thrown  into  a  fever  of 
excitement  by  reason  of  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  re- 
quiring everyone  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  vaccina- 
tion laws.  The  school  nurse  went  quietly  about  her  work,  giv- 
ing counsel  here,  assuring  another  there ;  until,  when  school  be- 
gan in  September,  every  child  had  complied  with  the  Jaw  and 
every  last  ripple  of  discontent  and  opposition  had  smoothed 
out  like  the  proverbial  mill  pond, — and  nine-tenths  of  the  peo- 
ple never  realized  that  anything  had  happened. 

I  not  only  wish  to  commend  her  work  in  the  schools  and 
among  the  poor  and  discouraged  ones,  to  whom  she  is  the  tru- 
est and  best  friend ;  but  I  desire  for  school  officials,  the  teachers, 
and  for  myself  to  acknowledge  with  deepest  gratitude    our  sense 
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of  obligation  and  respect. 

Of  the  physical  needs  of  the  schools  you,  the  committee, 
have  made  careful  note  and  are  already  well  informed.  But  you 
will  pardon  my  officiousness  when  I  remind  you  that  some  of 
these  needs  are  imperative  and  urgent.  There  is  an  outstanding 
need  of  large  dictionaries  in  nearly  all  our  schoolrooms.  Ref- 
erence books  and  encyclopedias  for  the  upper  grades  are  want- 
ed, and  physical  and  chemical  apparatus  and  equipment  are  ab- 
solutely essential  if  good  work  is  to  be  expected  from  these  de- 
partments. Not  a  single  experiment  in  modern  electrical  work 
can  be  undertaken  by  reason  of  the  lack  of  proper  apparatus. 
In  fact,  nearly  all  the  apparatus  we  have  at  present  is  an  inherit- 
ance and  was  transferred  from  the  old  high  school  on  Argilla 
Road.  Some  of  our  former  pupils  had  more  equipment  in  their 
own  libraries  at  home  than  we  have  in  our  school.  My  reply  to 
any  objection  that  may  be  raised  as  to  why  this  information  was 
not  published  before  is  two-fold:  First,  the  public  had  been  in- 
formed before  of  this  condition;  and  Second,  we  have  no  place 
in  our  high  school  where  such  delicate  apparatus  can  be  kept 
•without  injury  and  destruction  from  dampness.  Both  laborato- 
ries need  considerable  repairing  and  putting  in  order. 

The  commercial  geography  department  needs  further  ex- 
pansion and  development.  Room  for  storing  samples  of  raw 
material,  goods  in  process  of  manufacture,  together  with  the  fin- 
ished product,  would  be  most  helpful  to  students  in  this  de- 
partment in  gaining  information  in  reference  to  those  indus- 
tries upon  whose  successful  operation  the  financial  and  indus- 
trial future  of  New  England  so  largely  depends.  With  the  other 
needs  of  the  schools  you  are  perfectly  familiar,  and  so  I  will 
forego  any  further  enumeration  of  them. 

In  another  connection  I  have  alluded  to  the  over-crowded 
curriculum.  There  is  one  thing,  however,  that  should  always 
have  a  place  in  every  school  program  as    well    as    in    the    home 
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life  and  training  of  every  child,  and  that  is  some  rational  scheme 
of  character  development. 

Speak  of  it  as  slightingly  as  you  will,  disregard  and  scorn  it 
as  you  may  choose,  the  fact  still  remains  that  at  the  bottom  of 
all  our  community  life  and  at  the  foundation  of  all  and  every 
civilization  lies  character. 

In  the  firm  belief  and  conviction  that  a  course  in  this  im- 
portant phase  of  training  for  citizenship  should  also  include  that 
of  character  building,  a  copy  of  a  school  document  issued  by 
the  Boston  Public  School  Department,  entitled  "A  Course  in 
Citizenship  through  Character  Development,"  has  been  placed 
in  the  hands  of  nearly  all  the  grade  teachers. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  give  any  extended  review  of  the 
pamphlet  here,  but  in  order  that  parents  who  so  desire  may  co- 
operate with  the  schools,  I  will  give  the  Code  of  Morals  which  is 
embodied  in  the  work. 


CODE  OF  MORALS. 
(Hutchins.) 

I.  The  Law  of  Health. 

The  good  American  tries  to  gain  and  to  keep  perfect  health. 
The  welfare  of  our  country  depends  upon  those  who  try  to  be 
physically  fit  for  their  work. 

II.  The  Law  of  Self-Control. 

The  good  American  controls  himself.  Those  who  best 
control  themselves  can  best  serve  their  country. 

III.  The  Law  of  Self-Reliance. 

The  good  American  is  self-reliant.  Self-conceit  is  silly,  but 
self-reliance  is  necessary    in    those    who    would    be    strong    and 
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useful.      Lack  of  this  quality  leads  to  weakness  in  character. 

IV.  The  Law  of  Reliability. 

A  good  American  is  reliable.  Our  country  grows  great  and 
good  as  her  citizens  are  able  more  fully  to  trust  each  other. 

V.  The  Law  of  Clean  Play. 

The  good  American  plays  fair.  Clean  play  increases  one's 
strength  and  helps  one  to  be  more  useful  to  one's  country. 

VI.  The  Law  of  Duty. 

The  good  American  does  his  duty.  The  shirker  or  the  will- 
ing idler  lives  upon  the  labors  of  others,  burdens  others  with  the 
work  which  he  ought  to  do  himself.  He  harms  his  fellow-citi- 
zens, and  so  harms  his  country. 

VII.  The  Law  of  Good  Workmanship. 

The  good  American  tries  to  do  the  right  thing  in  the  right 
way.  The  welfare  of  the  country  depends  upon  those  who 
have  learned  to  do  in  the  right  way  the  things  that  ought  to  be 
done. 

VIII.  The  Law  of  Team  Work. 

The  good  American  works  in  friendly  co-operation  with 
his  fellow  workers.  One  man  alone  could  not  build  a  city  or  a 
great  railroad,  As  we  learn  better  how  to  work  together,  the 
Welfare  of  our  country  is  advanced. 

IX.  The  Law  of  Kindness. 

The  good  American  is  kind.  In  America  those  who  are  of 
different  races,  colors,  and  conditions  must  live  together.  Every 
unkindness  hurts  the  common  life,  and  every  kindness  certainly 
helps  it. 
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X.  The  Law  of  Obedience  to  Duly  Constituted  Authority. 
The  good  American  obeys  the  laws.         If  our  America  is  to 

fulfil  the  hopes  of  the  believers  in  democracy,  her  citizens  must 
recognize  and  submit  to  duly  constituted  authority  and  obey 
every  law.  It  is  obedience  to  the  laws  that  protects  the  funda- 
mentals of  American  government,  freedom,  justice  and  equality. 

XI.  The  Law  of  Loyalty. 

The  good  American  is  loyal.  If  our  America  is  to  become 
ever  greater  and  better,  her  citizens  must  be  loyal,  devotedly 
faithful,  in  every  relation  of  life. 

If  teachers,  parents,  and  pupils  will  try  faithfully  to  follow 
these  precepts,  there  will  be  far  less  of  treachery^  and  much 
more  of  happiness  and  peace  in  the  world.  Then,  when  we 
formulate  and  place  in  the  hands  of  our  teachers  a  good  sound 
code  of  ethics,  in  which  all  our  future  citizens  may  be  instructed 
by  precept  and  example,  and  to  which  they  jnay  be  expected  to 
adhere,  our  heaven  below  will  have  begun,
